( 2 ) To consider the question of admission of the following 

universities to the membership of the Board 

(a) Madurai University, Madurai. 

(a copy of the report of the Visiting 
Committee is enclosed - see Appendix-1) 

(b) Jawa-harlal Nehru Krishi Vishwavidyalaya, Jabalpur. 

(a copy of the report of the Visiting 
Committee is enclosed - see Aj3pendlx-2) 

(C) University of Agricultural Sciences, Bangalore. 

(a copy of the report of the Visiting 
Committee is enclosed - see Appendix-J) 

(D) University of Kalyani, Kalyani. 

(A copy of the report of the Visiting 
Conmittee will be sent later — see 
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The composition of the Board of Wanagament 
is not satisfactory and ray turn out to be 
an impediment to the university's autonomy. 

The position given to the Vice-Chancellor 
nay not be conducive to the well-being of the 
University. 

The mode of selecting teachers may not 
lead to efficiency, and may lead to compli¬ 
cations. 

Teachers do not have any share in the admini¬ 
stration. 

The development of research in basic 
sciences and humanities is an unpredictable 
factor and so the university will be left 
only with the professional Faculties of 
Agriculture, Veterinary, Wedicins and 
Engineering. 

Since the tenure of membership of the University 
was to come to an end towards the end of F-bruary 
1960, the question was taken up with the 
University. The reply received from the Vice- 
Chancellor of the University (see Appendix 35 was 
considered by the Standing Coimiittee at its meeting 
held on September 9 and 10, 196T, which adopted the 
following resolutions— 

Resolution of the Standina Committee 

"The Committee considered the letter dated 
March 17, 1967 from the Vice-Chancellor of 
U,P. Agricultural University and noted that 
the Act of the University was being amended 
so as to incorporate some of the suggestions 
made by the Inter-University Board. It 
wr>=, therefore, resolved to iucommend to 
the Board that pending the amendment of the 
U.P. Agricultural University Act, 1950, the 
membership of the University be extended for 
a further period of two years with effect 
from February 1965. 

(5) To consider the question of the continuation of the membership 

of Burdwan University beyond Fe? ruary 1968. 

, Mote:- The Inter-University Board at Its Thirty-Eighth 

Annual Meeting held at Bombay from February 7 to 9, 
1963 admitted the Burdwan University to the 
membership of the Board for a period of five years 
in the first instance. The decision was arrived at 
by the Board in view of the following observations 
of the Visiting Cbiiimittee 

"In so far as the Act, Statutes, etc. of the 
University are concerned and their conformity 
with the genexai 

universities both in regard to the admifliS” 
tration and maintenance of standards, and 
the autonomy for academic purposes, the 
Committee feels its duty to draw attention 
to the following few facts>-

The Chancellor also seems to have the 
power to suspend the rules and statutes* 

In the matter of nomination of Vice- 
Chancellor the Chancellor is guided by 
the recommendations of the Chief 
Minister, The CoriFnlttee would suggest 
adoption of a procedure which may be less 
dir^'ct subject to political considerations 
name’y, independent committee of tliree, 
recommending a panel of three and the 
Chancellor choosing one of them to be

"The Eicecutlve Council of the University 
consists of 1, The Vice—Chancellor 
2, Secretaries of the departments of 
Education and Finance of the Government 
of West Bengal 3, The President oC 
Administrator of the Board of Secondary 
Education, ''.'eot Bengal 4 , Tuj persons 
v/ho are not teachers elected by the 
University among its members, and 5. Two 
persons to be appointed by the Chancellor 
from amongst the members of the University 
and the Dean of the Faculties. 

Thus excepting for the Deans, there is 
not much representation given to the 
teachers. Besides, there are too many 
ex— officlo members on the Itcecutive 
Council and on thij Serirote. Both the 
important bodies of the University, 
that is the Senate and the Executive 
Council seem to be dominated by officials 
of the State. The Senate has the power 
to amend or change the regulations 
made by the Executive Council, it can 
thus delay the imoJ emelntatif>n of the 
rules and regulations made by the 
Executive Council,....... 

"The Committee recommends that the 
University b= admitted as a msmbor of 
the lUB. but. the attention of the 
University authorities and the otate 
Government be invited: 

1. to tVae mode of the selection 
of the Vice-Chancellor. 

2. to the wide power of the 
Chancellor to suspend rules and 
statutes. 
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3. to the high proportion of ex-officio 
members on the Executive Council arri 
the Senate." 

Since the tenure of the membership of the 
University was to come to an end towards the 
end of i-^brnary iv53 the question was teken uo 
with the University. The Memorandum received 
from the Vice-Chancellor (see ^^Sandix 9) was 
considered by the Standing Committee at its 
meeting held on September 9 and 10, 1967, 
which adopted the following resclution:- 

Resolution of the Standing Coi-riittee 

"The Standing Conmittee had before it a 
memorandum submitted by the Vice- 
Chancellor of Burdwan University with 
regard to its membership of the lUB. The 
Vice-Chancellor was also personally 
present to explain the whole position. 

In the light of the discussion that 
ensued, it was resolved to reccirmend 
to the Board that the Burdwan University 
be admitted as a oerrsanent member with 
effect from February 1968.” ^ 


(6) To consider the question of admitting the Gurukuia Kangri Vishwa- 
vidyajaya, Hardwar, as an Associate Member of the Board. 


The Gurukuia Kangri Vlshwevidyalay?. iva? established 
Some time in 1900. The Government of India declared it 
as a "deemed to be university" under the provisions of 
Section 3 of the U.G.C. Act, 1956, with effect from 
June 1962. 

The application of the Vishvravidyalaya for the Associate 
Membership of the Board was first considered by the 
Standing Committee at its meeting held on April 5 and 6, 
1966 when it was resolved "to defer consideration of 
the item for the time being". 

When the Vishwavidyalaya again approached the Board 
for the consideration of its spniicat;on, it was 
decided by the President to place the question before 
the Board. The application of the Visnwav“dyElr.ya is 
to he Considered in the light of the decision taken by 
the Board at its Thirty-Sixtii Anr.ua 1 I’.'eeting held in 
February 1961 that such of the Inr-titu-ions as are 
recognised either on the recoavnendations of the U.G.C. 
or by legislation empowered to confer degrees etc, be 
admitted as Associate Members of the lUB. 

The Board at its Fortieth Annual Meeting held in December 
1964 at Roona decided that Institutes applying for 

-la+o a ,ar.ehip be admitted to the membership without 
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Ordinances and Regulations etc. are found to be 
In general confoiraity with the accepted principles. 

In view of this the Constitutlonj Statutes, Ordinances 
Regulations of the Gurukula Kangri Vishwavidyalaya 
were examined and a note in reject of this is 
enclosed. (See Appendix 10) 


(7) To consider the recommendation of the Biucation Conmisslon in 

respect of the membership of the lUB (Para No.13.64 of Chapter XIII 
of the Report). 

"In our opinion, the work of the lUB...... would be 

strengthened and made more effective if its member¬ 
ship is made automatic to include all statutory 
universities and all institutions deemed to be 
universities under the UGC Act. At present, it is 
open to the Board to admit any university to its 
membership and it is also open to a university to 
apply or not to apply for membership. Consequently, 
a number of universities in India are not members of 
the Board at present, which, in our view, only 
weakens its position. We, therefore, recommend that 
all statutory or deemed universities should become' 
members of the Boarjj automatically." 

Motet- This item was placed before the Forty-Second annual 
meeting of the Board held at Delhi from December 15 
to 17, 1966 along with the following rscomri«ndation 
of the Standing Committee on the question:- 

Recommendation of the Standing Comittee 

"It was noted that the suggestion bed been 
first made at the joint meeting between the 
Inter—Univers ity Board and the University 
Grants Commission in I'arch 1966 and that it 
had since been incorporated in the report of 
the Education Commission, 

The merits and demerits of the prd|)osal were 
considered at great ienerh. At the end it 
was resolved not to accept the proposal for 
the following reasons 

The most important prcblem in higher edu¬ 
cation, today, being the preservation of 
high academic standards, it is irr.oortant 
that the issue of nombeiBhip of the Inter- 
University 3oard should be reviewed 
primarily from this angle. In the opinion 
of the Standing Comraittee the conditions 
laid down for the purpose of membership of 
the Board make only ciirimal demands upon 
universities, as for instance, an autonomous 
structure; conformity tq certain well-known 
standards of aeademic efficiency; a policy 
of open-door admission to all irrespective 
of caste, creed and nationality; etc. These 
demands are by no means so stringent as to 
leave out any university which aspires to 
be a imlvexsTty in the proper sense of the 
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passed 'tl'^ folLowi-ng z-esolu-bioni —

Resolution of tKe Joint Meetlnq 

"Dr. D.S. Kothari, Chairman, University 
Grants Conunission said that cases had 
Come to their notice.where deserving 
students had found it difficult to get 
a-dcnission into other Universities because 
of the non—recognition of their Universi¬ 
ties by the Inter—University Board. 

Dr- D.S. Reddi, Chairrmn of the Standing 
Coixmlttee and also member of the lUB, 
pointed out at the meeting as while 
originally a University was accepted as a 
member of the lUB as soon as it applied, the 
situation had undergone a significant 
change by the beginning of the present 
decade. Around that time universities had 
come to be established without consi¬ 
deration very often of financial require¬ 
ments and their provision. In this 
situation it had become important for a 
body like the lUB to satisfy itself that 
the new universities conformed to certain 
criteria. These were laid down in 1961 
and had provided a guideline with regai-d 
to the admission of new universities. 

In 4ha opinion of the lUB this had 
worked satisfactorily. What was more, it 
had also led to fruitful results in 
effecting improvements in the working of 
such other matters. 

The joint meeting then made the following 
suggestions : — 

a) Any statutory university can apply and 
become an Associate Member for a period 
of three to four years during which 
time whatever deficiencies or defects 
are pointed out to the University 
concerned could be rectified. 

b) Notwithstanding the above category of 
Associate Membership which by definition 
will be temporary, the Associate Members 
of the Board which are already enrolled 
on a permanent basis will continue to 
enjoy their rights and privileges as 
before. 

c) Associate Members enrolled on a tempo¬ 
rary basis will have the right to 
attend meetings of the Board and parti¬ 
cipate in the discussions. 

d) The rate of membership fee of Associate 
Merrioers who are enrolled on a teir^oraxy 
basis will be the same as for full 
members ." ~7 
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(8} T* consider, the question of the membership of the Indore 

University in the light of the correspondence exchanged' 
betvRen that University, the President of the Board and 
the Secretariat. 

^Notei— At the last annual meeting of the Inter-University 
Board held in Delhi in December 1966, the question 
of the admission of Indore University to the member¬ 
ship of the Board was considered when the following 
resolution was adopted:— 

Resolution of the Board 

"Resolved that the Indore University, Indore, 
be accepted as a member of the Board with 
effect from the year 1966-67. 

Resolved further that in view of the obser¬ 
vations of the Visiting Committee, the Indore 
University be admitted provisionally to the 
membership of the Inter-University Board of 
India and Ceylon and the case be reviewed 
later." 

When the resolution of the Board was communicated to 
the University on Decomb.'r 26, 1966, the Vice- 
Chancellor of that university raised certain points 
in his reply to the letter. A copy of the Vice- 
Chancellor's letter is enclosed (See Appendix-ll). 

The Vice-Chancellor subsequently wrote to the 
President of the Board in this respect vide his 
letter dated August 4, 1967, a copy of which is 
enclosed (See Appendix-12), 

The letter addressed to the President was considered 
by the Standing Committee at its meeting held on 
September 9/10, 1967, and the Conmittee adopted the 
following resolution:— 

Resolution of the Standing Committee 

"Resolved to authorise the Chairman to write 
a letter to the Vice-Chancellor, Indore 
University, explaining the present policy 
of the membership of the lUB and its likely 
reconsideration at the next annual meeting 
of the Board." 

The question is placed before the Board for final 
decision. 

III. FUNCTICWS AND SOOPEi (Items 9 to 18) 

i9) To consider the following recommendations of the Joint ^ 

Meeting of the Standing Conmittee of the Inter-University 
Board and the University Grants Conmission made at its 
meeting held on April 5, 1967, with regard to the relation¬ 
ship between lUD and the 

"Recognising the very great importance of consul¬ 
tation and collaboration between the lUB and the 
UGC, the Conmittee came to the conclusion that 
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the important thing in this regard was to build up 
certain conventions# In terms of these conventions, 
a kind of standing liaison should be built up 
between the two bodies and information should be 
exchanged on as wide a scale as possible. As a step 
in thifl direction, the Secretary was instructed to 
make the minutes of the pieetings of the Committee 
available to the UGC for information. 

It was also noted in this behalf that periodical 
meetings between the Chairrr'eri and Gucretarias of the 
two bodies could be arranged where information might 
be exchanged and, wherever necessary, a common 
approach evolved. A reference v/as also made to the 
likely amendment of the UGC Act, Since the matter 
has been considered by the Standing Committee on an 
earlier occasion it was not thought necessary to 
record any opinions afresh. 

The fact that a joint meeting between the Standing 
Cormiittee of the TUB and the UGC had been arranged 
last year and another was fixed for the 5th April, 
1967, was noted with satisfaction. It was felt 
that such joint meetings should be arranged at least 
once a year and a suitable agenda worked out between 
the Secretaries of the respective bodies.” 

Note:- The Forty—First Annual Meeting of the Board held at 

Mysore in February 1966, approved a Memorandum on 
the question to be submitted to the Education 
Commission since the Education Connmission had not node 
any specific recommendations in the report. The 
fact ii 0 s brought to the notice of the Board at its 
meeting held in December 1966 at Dolhi when it 
resolved as under:- 

Resolution of the Board 

"It was noted that the Education Comraission 
in its Report had not dealt with this vital 
problem of co-ordination between the lUB and 
the UGC.

^Notei— The TUB at its Forty— Second Annual Wleeting held at 
Delhi from Decenfeer 15 to 17, 1966 passed the 
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following resolution in view of the expler^tory note 
received from the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research, New Delhii* 

"Resolved that the decision of the Standing 
Cormnittee held on 5/6th August 1966 in regard 
to the affiliation of agricultural colleges 
to universities be approved but reworded as 
follows 

"Resolved that in view of the foregoing 
considerations the three universities 
concerned in this matter be asked to keep 
a watch on the progress being made by the 
Agricultural colleges in their own juris¬ 
diction. 

Resolved further that these progress 
reports be placed before the Inter- 
University Board_^every year for their 
consideration,"_ 

(Copies of the Pxplanatory Note 
forwarded by the ICAR and Progress 
Reports of the Agricultural colleges 
received from the Universities of 
Agra fi. Gorakhpur are enclosed - 
See Apoendix-lS), 

(11) To report the following important recommendations of the 
Working Group on University Administration which met at 
Hyderabad from 0th to 12th February 1967:- 

*'a ) While considering the means for achieving economy 
in the construction of buildings and for getting 
the projects completed expeditiously^ it w3s felt 
that there was considerable delay in the framing 
of contracts etc. To remedy tnis, the Working 
Group suggested as followss- 

"The delay in framing of contracts with various 
agencies can also be got over by the lUB 
helping to prepare standardised contract forms 
to be entered itito by the University." 

b) While considering "examinaxions" a number of techni¬ 
cal subjects including the conduct of examinations, 
machinery to discuss the stiffness of papers, use 

of unfair means, publication of results in 
relation to admissions to professional courses etc- 
were discussed. It was felt that the subject was 
complex having regard to different procedures 
followed by different universities. 

The Group, therefore, recommended to the lUB to 
undertake detailed investigation of the subject 
and make its findings known to universities. 

c) Regarding the financial code and procedure in 
universities, the Working Group observed as 
follows J — 

"It was recommended to the Inter-University 
Board that a CommittGe of five (two persons 



to be nomlnatedj by the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants, tvmj finance officers 
■from different universities and one nominee 
from fhe IIGC) be sat up to evolve a model 
code 6^ Financial!, procedures for the use 
and guidance of universities." ‘ 

, , . I ; 

d) The Woxking Group welcomed the opportunity it had 
of being able to meet for a few days and .discuss 
matters of comnon interest. It felt, however, 
that such meetings should be more frequent. The 
following suggestion was made in this behalf. 

I 

"As the UGC enables teachers to visit other 
universities for lectures and such other 
business the Registrars, Deputy Registrars 
and their Assistants be also enabled to 
visit and see the work of other universi¬ 
ties." 

e) It has recommended that the Inter-University 
Board should take initiative in the organisation 
of Summer Schools for the following purpose:— 

"With regard to Assistant Registrars, it was 
felt that a kind of Summer School ought to 
be organised for them for a duration of 4 
to 5 weeks at some university. A Senior 
University Administrator might be deslgnatal 
as Director of the Summer School and a few 
other experienced persons might be invited 
to lecture to the participants. A few 
Summer Schools organised like this on a 
regional basis would help to train univer¬ 
sity administrators. Similarly in the case 
of lower cadre, the training of staff could 
be organised either within the university 
or on a joint basis by a number of univer¬ 
sities situated near each other." 

Note:— The Standing Conmittee at its meeting held on 

February 28, 1967 accepted the recommendations 
and authorised the Secretariat to take steps in 
Implementing the recommendations. 

(l2) To consider the question of recognition of degrees awarded 

by institutions deemed to be universities as equivalent to 
those awarded by other statutory universities. 

(University Granus Commission', 

Note:— The University Grants Commission wrote to the lUB 

in September 1967 stating that it had been brought 
to their notice that certain universities did not 
consider the degrees awarded by the institutions 
deemed to be universities, under Section 3 of the 
U.G.C. Act, at par with the degrees awarded by 
other universities. The UGC therefore requested 
that the question of equivalence of degrees awarded 
by these Institutions with those of statutory 
universities may be considered by the Board and 
their views intimated to the U.G.C. 

On further enquiry the U.G.C. had forwarded to the 
Board copies of letters received from the Kashi 
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VidyapGeth and the Gujarat Vldyapith which are 
enclosed (See Appendix-14), 

It may be stated in this connection that the 
following are the institutions deemed to be 
Universities under Section 3 of the U.G,C. Act 
1956:-

(13) To consider letter No,F.4-17/65-U,2 dated July 5, 1967, 
from the Under Secretary to the Government of India, 

Ministry of Education, New Delhi, forwarding therewith 
the recommendation of the Estimates Committee of the 
Lok Sabha (Third Lok Sabha ) regarding the mutual recog¬ 
nition of degrees awarded by Indian Universities. 

(a copy of the letter is enclosed. See 

Apoendix-lS). 

Note:- The Standing Committee at its meeting held on 

September 9/10, 1967, considered the question and 
decided that the same be referred to the Board for 
consideration at its next annual meeting. 

The question of reciprocal recognition of various 
degree examinations of Universities has been consi¬ 
dered by the Board on a number of previous occasions. 
The Board at its Thirty-Fifth Annual Meeting held on 
December 18, 1959 reiterated the decision taken at 
the Twenty—Fifth Annual Meeting hold in February/ 
March 1950 whicn ■•■jads as foJlows: — 

Resolution of the Board 

’’Resolved that the examinations of one Univer¬ 
sity should be recognised by another on a 
reciprocal basis, provided that the entrance 
qualification, duration of course and the 
general standard of attainment are similar 
to those pxescribed by the recognising 
university.” 

The operative policy adopted is, however, that when¬ 
ever question of non-recognition of degree exami¬ 
nations by Indian ‘Universities are referred to this 
Board, the resolution a-dopted by the lUB, as quoted 
above, is «ommuniGated to both the Universities with 
a request that suitable action might be taken on the 
same. The reasons for non-recognition are sought 
from the Universities concerned and communicated to 
the other Universities, If discrepancies in the 
duration and the minimum qialiflcations for 
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admission are noticed, t|iese are then checked and 
placed before the Equivalence Committee/Standing 
Committee for their consideration with necessary 
data • 

However, where students seek to migrate in the 
middle of an integrated course, it is felt that this 
Board cannot do much in the matter in view of the 
diversity in the pattern of examinatiors.^ 

(14) To consider letters from the University Grants Commission 

and the University of Rajasthan regarding the recegnition 
of degree examinations on a reciprocal basis. 

(Copies of letters are enclosed— See 
Appendix-16). 

Notes- The Education Commission in its report vide para 

13-65 of Chapter XIII recommended, inter alia, that 
the degrees and diplomas granted by a statutory or 
deemed University in India should receive automatic 
recognition from all other statutory or deemed 
Universities. This recommendation of the Education 
Commission was considerea by the Standing Committee 
at its meeting held on October 14/15, 1966 when the 
following resolutic'n was adopteds- 

Resolution of the Standing Committee 

"In considering this recommendation the 
Standing Conanittee woulc like to recall its 
views expressed at its last meeting on the 
subject of the membership of the lUB being 
automatic. The considerations which weighed 
with the Standing Committee in the case of 
the other recommendation are equally appli¬ 
cable to this recommendation, for membership 
of the lUB has in course of time come to mean 
recognition of another's degree and 
diplomas by member-universities. 

In the opinion of the Standing Committee, 
these two recommendations seem to contradict 
the whole tenor and argument of the Edu¬ 
cation Corwnission with regard to higher 
education. The emphasis throughout the 
Report of the Commission falls on improving 
the quality of education and supporting the 
princ iple of selectivity, but the net result 
of implementing these two recommendations 
would be preciselv the opposite. 

It is not without significance that it is the 
weaker amongst the universities that would 
stand to gain by the implementation of these 
two proposals. To refer to some universitfee/ 

the historical circumstances attendant upon 
their establishment. It is a well known fact 
that over the last decade or so not all 
universities have come into being on valid 
academic considerations. As far as the UC3C 
is concerned it Is obliged by its statutory 
position to recognise them and to assist 
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but sometimes they refer the matter to the 
TUB for advice and opinion. If and when they 
do, the lUB makes available to them whatever 
expertise it has acquired over the years with 
regard to the evaluation of degxees and 
courses and it is for the universities to 
accept the adviceior reject it. To ask the 
lUB not to assist the universities even when 
advice is asked for is to ask the lUB not to 
render a service to its members which would 
be contrary to the ideals it stands for." 

The rosnlution adopted by the Standing Committee 
was approved by the Board at its last annual 
meeting held in Delhi on December 15/17, 1966, 

The University Grants Commission has now written to 
the Board that the views of the Board may be Inti¬ 
mated to them- 

In this connection letter dated October 20, 1967 
received from the Indian Institute of Technology, 
Delhi, on the subject is also placed before the 
Board. (Copy enclosed - see Apocndix-lV) 

(15) To consider letter No, 1^31-66/5533 dated February 18, 1967 
from the Secretary, Dental Council of India, New Delhi, 
requesting clarification regarding (a) ensuring of the 
standards of professional education, and (b) academic 
aspects of the professional courses. 

, Notes- Tho Board at its Forty-First annual meeting held 

at Mysore in February 1966, considered the question 
of relationship between the universities and the 
various statutorily-set-up professional bodies and 
adopted the following rtsolutions- 

Resolution of the Loaril 

"Resolved that it be brought to the notice 
of the appropriate authorities that as the 
function of the statutorily established 
professional councils is to ensure standards 
of requirements for entry of members to 
their respective professions, the univer¬ 
sities alone should be responsible for 
regulating the academic aspects of the 
professional courses. 

Resolved further that in certain cases 
where there might be some overlapping (as 
in the- case of starting of a new insti¬ 
tution or a new course) close co-ordination 
between the universities and professional 
bodies concerned be established," 

Letters were addressed in terms of this resolution 
to (l) The Medical Council of India (2) The Dental 
Council of India, (3) Pharmacy Council of India, 

( 4 ) Indian Nursing Council, and (5), Bar Council of 
India, 

The Dental Council of India in reply vide letter 
No,P—31—66/5533 dated February IB, 1967 writes

inter alia, as followss- 

"The Council, however, decided to obtain from 
you further information and clarification, 
regarding (a) ensuring of the standards for 
professional education and (b) academic 
aspects of the pro^Fessional courses in light 
of the first para of the Board's resolution. 

In other words please describe in some detail, 
as to how you propose to achieve the object 
set out in your above said resolution. On 
hearing from you the matter will again be put 
up before the next meeting of the Council*” 

This was considered by the Standing Committee at 
its meeting held on 9th and lOth September 1967 
when the following resolution was pjasseds — 

Resolution of the Standing Committee 

"While considering the communication from the 
Dental Council of India, the Standing 
Committee reaffirmed its earlier resolution 
of regulating the academic aspects of the 
professional courses. As visualised in that 
resolution, this can be achieved only through 
close and continuous collaboration between 
the professional Councils and the universities. 
At this stage several members referred to 
the inspection teams sent out by the Medical 
Council, the Dental Council and such other 
bodies and reported in detail how the univer¬ 
sities gave full support to the findings and 
recommendations of the Councils with regard 
to the improvement of standards* The 
Committee was emphatically of the view that 
this collaboration should be strengthened in 
every way and that the matter be kept under 
continuous review so that standards of 
professional education continue to improve." 

The above resolution of the Standing Committee has 
already^been comnunicated to the Dental Council of 
India,_/ 

(l6) To consider letter dated August 3, 1967 from Professor 

Samuel Nbthai, Vice—Chancellor, Kerala University, 

Trivandrum, forwarding therewith a copy of the Kerala 
University Bill, 1967, alongwith a copy of the letter 
he had addressed to the Chairman, UGC and requesting 
the Secretary to place the Bill before the Standing 
Corfffnittee of the lUB as soon as possible. 

(A copy of the letter addressed to the 
UGC along with an analysis of the Bill 
le enclosed - see Appendix-10) 

~Note»- The question was placed before the Standing 

Corrmlttse meeting held on September 9/10, 1967. 

The resolution passed by the Standing Committee 
was circulated to the Universities on 16.10*67. 

Since the Standing Committee authorised the 
Chairman to write to the Union Education Minister 
and the Chancellor of Kerala University, the

The Standing Conunittee of the Inter—University Board 
carefully considered the Kerala University Bill, 

196T and resolved as unders— 

flesolutlon of the Standing Committee 

"1) While the Inter—University Board recognises 
that the University as an instrument of 
social purpose and as a corporation created 
by the State must be in close touch with 
the executive Governinent and must be guided 
by it in matters of public interest and 
concern, the Board would state as a general 
princ iple that the object of a University 
Act should be to enable the University to 
function as a free, autonomous institution 
so that it may provide for higher education 
and research in its territory on the basis 
of the highest knowledge, skill and talent 
available and in accordance with the 
judgement of the academic coiranunity• 

2) Having stated this, the Board does not 

consider it necessary to go into the details 
of the Kerala University Bill 1967, But the 
Board does wish to raise the following points 
for c onsideration j — 

a) Instead of providing for ’’prior 
approval** of the Government in a 
variety of matters, provision may be 
made fox **c onsultat ion'* with Government 
in such matters as affiliation of 
colleges, laying down conditions of 
service of various types of employees, 
fixation of fees and other charges, 
creation of posts and schomes 
involving high expenditure. 

b) The Chancellor’s power to suspend or 
dismiss any authority should not be 
unconditiona1. 

c ) The Committee to recommend a name or . 
names fox appointment of Vice- 
Chancellor should not be a Committee 
of the Governmenty The Board 
recommends the Delhi pattern of 
a pp ointme nt, 

d) To vest the Chancellor with the power 
to remove the Vice—Chancellor, even 
though such powe» are not unconditional, 
is derogatory to the dignity of the 
Vice-Chancellor’s office and should be 
deleted. There are adequate provisions 
on the statute book to deal with the 
kind of situation visualised in the 
Bill, and it is not necessary to make 
exti^ordinal^ provisions for this 
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f) The ex-^mdo nomimos of the Govern^ 
ment on the Syndicate Shovld not hS 
more than two. In the opinion of the 
Board, teachers should be represented 
on the Syndicate and at least two of 
the members should be teachers of the 
University. 


g) The power tr cause an inspection of the 
University should be vested in the 
Chancellor in accordance with the 
current practice of most University 
Acts. Any other provision is incom-. 
patible with the point made at (l) 
above. The sections dealing with the 
visitorial powers of the Government, 
enabling it to call for an explanation 
from the University and also issue 
directives therefore need to be 
deleted. 


h) If the Government wishes to give itself 
power to take over the management of 
private colleges, it should be provided 
that this power should be used in 
consultation with the University. 


l) The Vice-Chancellor as well as the Registrar 
are appointed to their respective posts 
against a definitely stated term of office. 
To provide for any interruption of that 
tenure of any point because the University 
Act is amended or repealed seems to be 
neither necessary nor equitable. 

4 ) In order to make the internal working of the 
university smooth and efficient, the 
University Act should preferably be short, 
laying down the law only in respect of the 
principal issues, the netails being left 
to the Statutes which can le altered, 
amended or repealed within the framework 
of the Act._/ 

To consider the following D.O. letter dated June 23, 

1967, from Shri Uraashankar Joshi, Vice-Chancellor, 

Gujarat University, Ahmedabad, to Professor B.N. Ganguli, 
Vice-Chancellor, University of Delhi, forwarded for 
consideration to the Board by the Registrar, University 
of Delhi:- 

"You are probably aware through Press Reports and 
other sources of the unwarranted encroachment on 
the autonomous working of this University by the 
Gujarat State Government's action of granting in 
part affiliation to a college, viz. Shri Prabhudas 
Thakkar Commerce and Science College, Ahmedabad, 
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inspite of the resolution of the Senate passed by 
an overwhelming majority of 71 versus 8 recommend¬ 
ing the rejection of renewal and extension of 
affiliation. The State Government has taken resort 
to a provision in the Gujarat University Act 
(Section 33(3) under which the final power of 
granting affiliation is vested in the State Govern¬ 
ment. Such a provision is, as you very well know, 
a legacy left over to the Indian Universities by the 
British Rulers, while, therefore, the legal compe¬ 
tence of the State Government, in acting in this 
manner has not and cannot be disputed, what is 
called in question is its academic propriety and 
moral competence. This question has been agitating 
the minds of many educators both within and without 
the University. In view of the gravity of the 
problem and repercussions that it is likely to 
cause, I consider it my duty to keep the Vice- 
Chancellors of the Indian Universities and Heads of 
Institutes posted with full facts of the case, as I 
feel that the question of the autonomous working of 
Universities has been and if we are not fully alive 
to our responsibilities, will continue to be 
cropping up in some form or the other in many of 
our Universities. It is also felt that it is high 
time for Indian Universities to mobilise their 
efforts to evolve a code of conduct governing healthy 
State University relationships. 

I am, in this connection,*enclosing copies af the 
two resolutions of the Syndicate passed in its 
meeting held on 3.6.1967 and a Press Statement 
issued by me on June 16, 1967. I also learn from 
Press Reports that the Syndicate of Sardar Patel 
University have passed a resolution supporting the 
Gujarat University's stand in this matter, 

I shall appreciate your reactions and covetedly 
welcome your suggestions, if any, that you would 
like to make in this behalf," 

* not enclosed here. 

Notei- Section 33(3) reads as under:- 

"The Registrar shall submit the application 
and all proceedings, if any, of the Academic 
Council, the Syndicate and Senate relating 
thereto to the State Government which after 
such inquiry as may appear to it to be 
necessary, shall grant or refuse the appli¬ 
cation or any part thereof." 

The letter from Shri Umashankar Joshi was considered 
by the Academic Council of the University of Delhi 
at its meeting held on September 21, 1967 and it 
resolved that it would be more appropriate if the 
matter was considered by the lUB of India._ 

(18) To receive a report on (a) the progress made by the 
universities in the implementation of the reconmen- 
datlons made by the various Review CoiTHnittees appointed 
by the University Grants Cormnission from time to time 
and (b) the reasons for divergence, if any, from the 
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norms laid down by "the Revisw Committees. 

Notes— The Board at its last meeting held at Delhi in 

December 1966, considered the question of consti¬ 
tuting an Inter—University Accreditation Body to 
maintain standards of education in the Universities 
and adopted the following resolutiona— 

Resolution of the Board 

”It was noted that the term 'accreditation’ 
as used in the American context w*s not 
strictly applicable to the Indian conditions. 
In India a university is created by an Act of 
the legislature, either Central or State, 
and, so, when a university applie# for the 
membership of the Board it is, legally 
speaking, already in existence. It being 
accepted by the Board aA a member however 
marks a decisive step in its establishment as 
a centre of learning. For the last several 
years the lUB has been following certain 
procedures in this behalf. What is necessary 
now is to enlarge and strengthen these 
procedures so that every member-university 
conforms to what the Inter-University Board 
regards as tho minimum conditions of 
acceptability for membership. 

(a) An integral part of the above formu¬ 
lation is that a university oDce havinc 
become a member should consistently 
continue t^ operate on the same level 
of academic competence and autonomous 
working on which it operated at the 
time of its initial membership of the 
board. There can be cases where the 
lUB might have to tell a university 
that certain developments in its 
working and organisation, both 
administrative and academic, call for 

a review of the earlier c'ecision 
regarding its memtorship. 

(b) This whole issue is also bound up with 
the statutory responsibility of the 
University Grants Commission to 
coordinate and maintain standards. 
Co-ordination between the lUB and the 
UQC in this matter as in other laatters 
is imperative and steps ought to be 
taken to see that such coordination 
and collaboration is ensured at an 
early date and in an effective manner. 

(c) Since the concept of accreditation 
also represents a certain measure of 
seif— scrutiny and self-evaluation it 
be resolved that every year every - 
member university makes a report to 
the TUB with regard to two things 
(a) the progress made by it in the 
implementation of the recommendations 
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g) It was observed that Just as the UGC and the universities 
had opportunities of coming together to —^ 
problems similar opportunities should be possible for the 
State “Governments, the UGC and the universities to come 
together- 

h) A reference was made to the need for creating and 
strengthening text—book libraries in colleges. A large 
number of students had to do without text books and, 
unavoidably therefore, resorted to cheap guide books etc. 
Most members thought that the UGC should prepare a phased 
plan for the 4th Plan period for building up such text¬ 
book libraries and indeed give it high priority. 

V- ADMISSION TO UNIVEPEITIE : 

(Items 20 to 22) 

(20) To consider the report of the Committee apoointed by the 
University Grants Commission on the question of selection 
of candidates for admission to engineering and technologi¬ 
cal institutions by adopting common admission tests, 
referred by the Commission at its meeting held on Afey 3, 1967- 

(A copy of the report along with a 
letter from the UGC is enclosed - 
see Apoendix-19) 

Note:- The question was considered by the Standing Committee 
at its meeting held on Seotember 9/10, 1967, when it 
adopted the following resclution:- 

Resolutinn nf the Standino Committee 

"The recommendations of the Committee aopcinted by 
the- UGC were considered in detail. Doubts were 
expressed with regard t-> setting up an All India 
body for conducting such teet^. It was felt that 
the financial and organisati:nal difficulties in 
this regard would be almost insuperable. The 
idea of conducting a common test v/as welcomed. 

As a practicable proposition however it was 
recommended that such tests be held on a State- 
wise basis and that the initiative for c^^nducting 
these tests should be taken by the universities 
in that State, the actual manner of collaboration 
amongst the universities being left to them and 
the State Governments.” 

The resolution has already been communicated to the 
UGC._/ 

(21) To consider the desirability and methods of selective 
admission to Post-graduate classes as proposed by the 
Utkal University. 

Note:- The Utkal University has forwarded the following note 
in this connection:— 

"At present, any one who passes the Bachelor's 
degree examination is eligible for admission 
to the Post-graduate class. Sometimes he did 
not have, at the graduate stage, the particular 
subject in which he^desires to pursue Post¬ 
graduate studies." 



^22) To consider the proposal of the University of F?ajasthan 
that in professional institutions where admissions are 
now by and large restricted to candidates residing within 
the Statej at least seats be filled strictly on merits 
on an All India basis. 

’ Note:- The proposal was considered by the Standing Committee 
at its meeting held on September 9/l0, 1967 when it 
adopted the following resolutions- 

Resolution of the Standing Coirmittee 

"Resolved to recommend to the Board that the 
proposal of the Rajasthan University be accepted, 
it being understood that local candidates would 
also be eligible to compete for the quota fixed 
for selection on an All India basis."^/ 

VI. STUDaJT S£S*.VICE:

Conference, which was held on September 11/13, 1967. 

From the proceedings of the Vice-Chancellors * Conference

Note:- The lUB at its Forty—Second Annual Meeting held at 
Delhi -fTom December 15 to 17, 1966, considered the 
following recommendation of the Education Commission 
Report (para 13,46);- 

'*We would like to make a comment on the convo¬ 
cation functions in our universities and colleges, 
as at present organifed. The degrees are 
conferred on students en_ masse and provide little 
sense to real participation to them and do not, 
therefore, serve much useful purpose. A reform 
in its ritual and procedure appears to be 
necessary. The IDB woul‘* do well to appoint a 
committee to go into the various aspects of this 
matter including the question of academic dress• 
The hood an'^ gown are inconvenient and even 
incongruous in the Indian setting and climate. 

We note that many countries e.g. the USSR and 
Japan, do not require any particular academic 
dress to be worn by new graduates receiving 
degrees at a convocation." 

This item was considered by the lUB as desired by the 
Ministry of Education. The Board, however, resolved 
that the matter be referred to Universities fnr suitable 
action 


VIII, SUBJECIE AND EMMIN^ITICNS: 

(items 27 to 31) 

(27) To report the following resolution of the Standing 

Cormiittee meeting held on April 4, 1967 on the letter 
No.F.33-97/62(CUP)/H, dated February 28, 1967 of the 
University Grants Commission, regarding the question 
of introduction of Military Science as a subject of 
^+iiHv in the Universities in India; — 

"The Committee considered the replies received from 
some of the universities and also the UGC"s letter 
sking for the advice of the lUB and came to the 
lonclusion that, in principle, it was in favour of 
,he introduction of Military Science as an optional 
iubject in the universities. However, it was 
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important to ensure that suitable facilities and teaching 
personnel were available f-'ir this relatively new univer¬ 
sity discipline. It was noted in chis connection that a 
few universitips were already teaching this course. In 
view nf this fact, it was decided to watch the experiment 
before its introducticn on a wider scale was recommended.” 

Nntp;— This qut-stion vas considered by the Standing Committee at 
its meeting held on b/6th August 1966 when it was resolved 
that the Report be circulated to Uni-.'-ersities for opinion. 

From the replies received from the Universities on the 
subject it may be renorted that the Uni'^ersities of 
Aligarh, Annarraiai, Gujarat, M.S. Baroda, Panjob Agri* 
cultural and dardar Patel are not in favour of the intro¬ 
duction of Military Science as a subject of study in the 
Universities; and that the Universities of Bombay, Jadavpur, 
Ponjab, S.N’.D.T. and Utkal have the matter under their 
consideration. Shivaji Uiiiversity has not expressed any 
opinion in the matter. The University of Delhi has 
considered the matter in detail and decided that the 
strategic studies be introduced fox M.A, in the subjects 
of History, BcoP'^mics, Political Science, Geography and 
Psychology, while the Osm-inia University has replied as 
f"illov-'S 

It ir lot possible to introduce Military 
Science, as one the subj3c1s either in Science 
Faculty cr in the Faculty of Social Sciences, at 
under-gra-’uatc O'o Post-graduate level "’ue to 
financial difficulties. It may be added further 
that the subject can be taught in a proper manner 
in toe c'^dl-'gcs sp-: c ifice 1? y started for the purpose 
by the Government -f India or by the State Govern¬ 
ment • 


however, the poLsihility -wf starti-'g a Post-M,A. 
^■ipirma Ccurst- of one year's -’uration for students 
who have laken M-A. degree in Economics, Political 
Sciencfc (with Intern: tione 1 Affairs as specialised 
subject),Psynhclogy, History or Geography for

"It has been observed that at present there is no 
uniformity with regard to the dates for declaration 
of results of P.U.Sc./Higher Secondary/Pio-Medical/ 
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(Medical Grcuijv) exat^djD&^J.orra'and-sthnlssion to 
various medical colleges. The dates for admission 
vary from June to August, every year. This variation 
results in the denial of opportunity to students 
whose results are not out in time to get admissions 
to medical colleges where admissions start early. 

In order to remove this ground for discontentment, it 
Is recommended that universities may observe uni¬ 
formity in declaration of results and fixation of 
dates for admission to various affiliated medical 
colleges. 

Government of India have arranged for reservation 
of seats in various medical colleges in order to 
fulfil her commitments under various national and 
international obligations. It is therefore consi¬ 
dered desirable that Universities give relaxation in 
the last date for admission in favour of Govt, of 
India's nominees as a special case. Delays In many 
cases are unavoidable as students have to join from 
far and distant places and in some cases from foreign 
countries. In some cases certain students refuse 
admission and the seats have to be offered to others 
on the waiting list who have to be given reasonable 
time for joining. As the seats at the disposal of 
the Government of India are very limited to 
discharge its obligations, all efforts have to be 
node to utilise all the available seats." 

(2j The Inter-University Board had an occasion of consi¬ 
dering similar proposal twice so far. The Thirty—Ninth 
annual meeting held at Varanasi in December 1963 
considered the question and passed the following reso— 
lutioni- 

Reeolutlon of the Board 

"Resolved to recomnend to the universities that the

"Resolved that the date of ’Establishment* of a 
University be reckoned with reference to the

"The examination fee for the Ph.D. dissertation varies 
frem Rso50.00(Agra ), Rs.75,0C(AllahabQd) to Rs.200-00 
(Panjab and Delhi). The gap is too wide and the lowest 
is too low; it may be suggested to the Indian Univer¬ 
sities that the minimum should be raised to a respectable 
amjunt for obvious reasons." 


( 77 ) To consider the following proposal from the Panjab

"A cell may be created (if not already in existence) by 
the Inter—University Beard fox the purpose of clearance 
of information and coordination of vno subjects for the 
Fh.D. degree in order to avoid duplication of research.

Note:- The Irrter-Univers ity Board had been publishing biblio¬ 
graphy of theses accepted by the various Universities in 
the Arts and Science subjects. No list, however, could 
be published after 1956 owing to the paucity of staff. 

The riB has, however, appointed its library staff recently 
and the library has been collecting material for two 
projects, namely, "Bibliography of Theses Accepted" and 
"Research in Progress", Under the first project, it is 
proposed to issue a consolidated list of theses accepted 
by the Indian Universities right from the date of their 
establishment up to June 30, 1965, while under the second 
3 bibliography of the subjects taken up for research by 
the scholars at present registered with the Indian 
Universities is being complied. These two projects, it 
is hoped, will meet the objectives set forth In the 
proposal of the Panjab University. 


It may, however, be brought to the nonce of the Board 
that the Secretariat of the ILTS has been experiencing 
considerable difficulties in receiving xhe necessary 
material for these two projects from the Universities. 
The two projects can be implemented effectively only 
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Universities cooperate with the Board by regularly sending 
the information to the lUB, Even if the Board's name is 
kept on the regular mailing list for the supply of copies 
of the announcements of the results of the Doctorate 
degrees, it might perhaps serve useful purpose. 

For the other project, namely, "Research in Progress" if 
the Universities send to the Board by the end of December 
every year the necessary information in respect of the 
scholars registered for research in the preceding year, 
the Board can bring out up-to-date publication 
periodically 

(78) To report that the Inter-University Board has undertaken 
the publication of a Handbook on Engineering Education. 

Uote;- The proposal was first placed before the Finance Committee 
and the Standing Comraitxee of the Board which met on 9/lOth 
September, 1967. The Standing Committee approved the

It shall be the duty of the Organising Committee to 
ensure that all the Rules and Regulations laid down by 
the Inter—University Sports Board for the Inter—University 
Tournaments are fully observed. In case of any infringe¬ 
ment of the Rules, the Organising Committee shall have 
the powers to take appropriate action. In case where a 
particular team plays an ineligible player (as defined 
in the Rules), the team is to be scratched from the 
tournament after the verification. In case of any mis¬ 
conduct by any individual plEyer(s) or a team as a whole, 
the Organising Committee shall have powers even to 
scratch the team/disqualify the individual player/players 
from the tournament. While doing so, however, the 
Organising Committee shall strictly follow the procedure 
as laid down below:— 

(1) Doth the teams to the dispute are given full 
opportunities to explain their points of view. 

(2) The meeting is presided over by the Vice- 
Chancellor. 

(3) The matter is reported immediately to the 
Secretary, Inter—University Sports Board for 
information and further action, if necessary."

REPORT OF THE VISITING CO^.aIrTTEE 
ON ^AD'J:^AI UNIVERSITY 


A Visiting Committeo consisting of Shxi I-J. Patel, 
cl lor-, Sardar Patel University, Prof- Samuel .'athai, 
Vice—Chancellor, University of Kerala, and Dr, ^^mxik Singh, 
the Secretary, was constitutoH to visit tho n'^idurai University, 

Tho visit took olaco on 11th and 12th July, 1967. Owing to 
certain prcoccunstions Prof- ■'lathai could not join tho team. 

In view of the fact that tho State of Eadras had only 
one affiliefing-cum-teaching university, tho need to establish 
another such university in the Sr.ate had been folt for a lono 
time. By reasons of its size, location, importance and other 
factors, i-TT-durai v/zs tho obvious choice c»s tho scat of the 
new univ€*rsity. In anticipation of such a developnnnt the 
University of !-iadras located a Post-Graduate Centre at Madurai 
several years before the University was established. This 
Centre did good pionoering work and set up a fairly well— 
stocked extension litrary- It was in ;‘ia.rch 1966 however that 
the Ticdurai University was formally ostablishod. Its terri¬ 
torial jurisdiction extends over to revenue districts of 
ijadurai, Ramanathapuram, Tirunclvcli ond Kanyakumsri, 

By th- time the Visiting Co'/imittee went to i^^.duTPi, 
tho University had got into stride in e number of /‘ll 

the various university bodies had been constituted and an 
office had been set up in the building of the University 
Centro. The Extension Library was already in existcrico 
(collections 35,000 volumes; library budget: Rs . 60,000 per 
vear; Journals rocoivrd? 150) and had been taken over by tho 
University. In terms of the University Act a sum^of Rs , 15 
lokhs had alco b on transferred tc tnc University by tho 
Univorsi'^Y of ’edrss from amongst its own funds. Per the year 
igpo—QS the State Government has sanctioned a Block Grant of 
r,:,7 lalchr; to tho University, and, considering tho orcsont n: eds 
nf the university, this soemrd to be adecruato. 

For the- present, as stated above, the University is 
located in tho city in the promises of the University Post— 

Graduate Centre. This building also accorr-modatos tho Univer¬ 
sity Science Dr oertmonts - Evif^ently the building is not 
adequate ^ nouoh to enpo with all the dcman:ls upon it and i.‘'e 
were told by the Vice—Chancullor that they ox'-^oosc tn pF-nt 
seme ac^ditionol spare nearby- i-Vith rc^.ard to a permanent 
home for tho University a site o-f aoprtxio-'tely 1,000 acres 
is being acquired 6—7 miles outside tho town. 400 acres have 
alrc-adv been acquired and the rest is in the process of 
Dcquisition. The University has clans to build a now canpes 
ovsr tho next several years and it is visunliicd that tlie 
total expenditure towards the- establishment of the University 
in tho course of the first seven years would bo of the orr’cr 
of Rs.7 crorcs, including the recurring charges by way of 
staff salaries, maintenance, scholarships, etc.

The Board: 

The Board, which is constiluterl under the orovisions 
of Sectlo/i 25 of the let, is the suoteme authority of the 
Vishwn Vidyalaya., No emoloyee of the Vishwa Vidyalaj'a is 
eligible to be the member of the Board. Althoujr. the lay- 
elemort has been sufficiently reorcs“nted, teschars of the 
University or the Deans of Faculties have no reur«=sentation 
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on the Board. But this, we understand, is also the oattern 
recommended by the Aiodel Act preoared by the ICAR for Agri¬ 
cultural Universities, In this connection, o,hgerved that the 
Board has the oower to cancel modify or refer uack Regulations 
under section 27(2i^xvii of the Act. Since teachers have no 
reoresentatior on the Board, we are of the opinion that a 
convention may be established by the Vishwa Vidyalaya that 
no Hegulation passed by the Academic Council is cancelled or 
modified before giving a chance to that body to reconsider 
i t, 


tn the absence of a orovis'on of an authority like 
the Syndicate or the Executive Council in the ^ict, the Board 
itself functions as the executive—cum-legislative Body. But 
this again is in acconlance with the orovislons of the Model 
Act for Agricultural Universities. 


The Academic Council; 

The Academic Council is constituted under the orovisions 
of Section 28 of the Act and is resoonsible for the maintenance 
of the standard of teaching, research and examination of the 
Vishwa Vidyalaya and it advises the Board on all academic matters 

The faculties; 

Section BO provides that the Vishwa Vidyalaya shall have 
such Faculties as may bo Prescribed by Statutes. Under the 
provisions of Statute 24, the Vishwa Vidyalaya has the following 
Faculties for the oresent:- 

1. Faculty of Agriculture 

2. Faculty of Veterinary Science and Animal Husbeadry 

3. Faculty of Agricultural Engineering. 

Statute 24 also makes a provision for a Faculty of each of such 
subjects other than tlose mentioned above for which new insti¬ 
tutions will be opened or similar other Faculties offered to 
qiial’fy students for academic degrees, as may be decided by 
the Vishwa Vjgyoisya. 

Althnuoh there exist three Faculties, strictly sPeaking, 
they nertain broadly to a sinole subject, vis. Agriculture. The 
Board has, however, admitted in the mast a single-faculty Univer¬ 
sities as members. 

The Vice-Chancellor informed us that the ^'ishwa Vidyalaya 
has a prooosal to start a school of Basic Sciences and Kumanities 
in due course. This will add the faculties of Arts & Science.

INTER-UNIVERSITY BOARD. 


As desfrerl by the Chairman of the'StandIng Committee, the 
Vi s i t ing^omml 1 1 or consisting of Dr, D.S. Reddi, Dr. M.S. Snamlnathan 
and Ehrl V.K, Dhamankar, Secretary of the TUB, was constituted to 
t-fsdt the University of Agricultural Sciences, Bangalore. 

Or. Swarainathan and the Secretary visited the University on December 9 
and 10, 1967 to reoort on the anplication dated December 0, 1966. 

Dr. D.S. Reddi could not JoHn the Committee owing to pre-occuoations, 

The Committee was receive’ by Dr. K.C. Naik, Vice-Chancellor, 
Dr. G. Rangaswami , Dean, and other key officers of the University, 

The members of the Visiting Committee were taken round the existing 
camous of the Unlyrrsity, wh’ch Included the College of Agriculture, 
College of Veterinary Sciences, College of Post-Graduate Studies, 
Library, etc. The Committee also visited some of the farms where the 
farmers were receiving techirdcal advice from the Deoartraent of 
Extension of the University in improving the yield of maize, rice and 
other crons. At a meeting arranged with the..De'’n and other key 
officers of (the University, the Vice-Chancellor explained to the 
Committee the working of the University and the nlajis for its future 
develoDraent. 

Thu StMte Coveriiinent has acquired a land of about 1300 acres 
in 'ebbal, about miles away from the existing camous, for the 
University and a Master Plan has been prepared for the develonment of 
the camnus. The College of Agriculture, Hebbal, formerly affiliated 
to the Mysore University s^nce its inceotion in 1946, the College of 
Agriculture, Dharwar, which was established in 1947 and affiliated to 
the Karnatak University, and the Veterinary College, Hebbal, which 
was affiliated to the Mysore University from 195B became constituent 
colleges of the University with effect from October 1, 1965. Along 
with these colleges the Agricultural Research Station, Hebbal, and 
other buildings were also transferred to the University. 

The University of Agricultural Sciences was established 
under the Mysore Act No. 22 of 1963, and it commenced its work when 
the Vice-Chancellor assumed office on June 12, 1964.

The Jurisi(ction of the University is the entire State of Mysore, 
Since the entire resoonsibility for research in agriculture and other 
allied sciences has teen vested in the University under the Act,

The Vice-Chancellor is a whole—t|nie salaried officer and 
is the or’ncioal Executive and Academic Officer of the University. 

He is aooointed by the Chancellor for a oeriod of three years, from 
a oanel rf three oersons recomrrentied by a committee consisting of the 
Pro-Chancellor (The jMinister for A.-rici'lt 're) a-- ex-'O' flcio Chairman, 
and the members of the Board other than the Vice-Chancellor, 

Under Section 12(5) of the Act, the Chancellor may at any 
time on the recommendation of the Board, suooorted by two-thirds of 
the members of the Board, by order, remove the Vice-Chancellor from 
his office, if in the ooinlon of the Chancellor, his continuance in 
the office is detrimental to the Interests of the University, 

The D=an, who is a full-time officer of the University, 
is aooolntPd by the Chancellor on the recommendation of the Board. 

The Dean Is recaorisible To the Vice-Chancellor for the administration 
of academic affairs of the University, and oorforms the functicn of 
coordinating and suoerlvsino the academic activities of the constituent 
colleqss, which are under the control of the resoectivc Directors of 
Instruction, The Dean oerforms all the duties of the Vice-Chancellor 
in his temoora.y absence. 

The Directors of Instruction of the colleges are whole- 
time officers and are anoointed by the Vice-Chancellor with the 
annrnvnl of the Board. Each Director is resDnnsible to the Vice- 
Chancellor for all matters concerning the college or colleges under 
his control, and he is also resocnsible for the organisation and 
conduct of teaching, research and extens^tn uducatlon ox the college 
or colleges under him. 

The Director of Resea rch is a whole-time officer and is 
anoointed by the Vice-Chancellor wi tn me aocrcval of the Board.

The Academic Council

The Academic Council is rcsoonsible for orescrlbing all 
courses of e.uJics and f^etsrminiria curricula, and it exercises general 
control on t'-c'.iiing.. research and extension education with'n the 
Univerri+y and Is resonrsible for the maintenance of standards of 
instruction, f.juc^Clon and examination.

organising the teaching facilities and administrative nroc(?Jures have 
been evolved ivh^'ch ensure that ton-hors arc not diverted to admini¬ 
strative cr oth'rr non-academic activities. The research oroqramties are 
problem - oriented ond have been so chosen as to orovide the base for 
a rapid advance in the production of all economic croos in the State, 

Colloborative arrangements had been made with the Central Food Tech¬ 
nological Research Institute, Mysore and the Coffee Research Insti¬ 
tute, Bolchannur so as to enable the oost-graduate students to 
underta’ie research on coffee and food technology. The research 
nrogrammes in the field of microbiology are also suooorted by the 
Deptt. of Atomic Energy and fromF.L, 460 fundn, In generalp a good 
research and academic climate is being g;‘rGrato(1. The extension 
work: has also been very effective and both OXFA’^T and the Government 
of India have given special fertilizer quotas to the University.

The Selection Committee invites amlications for the onsts 
and if a qurl1fir«d candidate is found suitable, the Committee recommends 
in '^rdor of nr‘rit not more than three qualified nersons for B^'^ointment.

It v/iii be observed that the Vice-Chancellor himself does 
not sit on any Selerticm Committee and thot the Board of Regents 
ultimaiely a'lnoints the teachers. 

The Visiting Committee had its oi^rn doubts as to how this 
system of onooint lont of tearhers is effectively working in the 
University, as tne constitution of the Selection Committee seemed to be 
rather unusuol . In accordance with th<=» accented oattern, the Vice- 
Ciiarice 11 nr is usually associated with the seloction of teachers, 

Tn the case of this University the Vice-Cbn.'?cellor docs not seem to 
£.he role he oueht to dlscharne with roc.rd to tiie Qaoointment 
of teachers. The only newer he enjoys is with regard tn the Qonointment 
of three scientists or educators on the Solectien Cr titii tree. The 
ultimate selection as rocotnnended by the Selection Commitiee is left 
to the non-academic body viz. the Board of Fiegcnts, 

It is exo'^cted that the Unirersit^v would ensure that the 
selection of teachers is made on the basis of oure merit. The 
association with the Selection Cenmittee of nelsons not connected with 
the University helns to orevent inbreeding, favourtism or injustice 
in moking the selection. Although this aooears to be true superficially 
in the case of the Selection Committee of this University, one would 
not be suTH whether a teacher would W aooointed on merit, as 
recommended by the Selection Committee, because the Board will select 
only a nerson accentable to it and not necessarily the oerson listed 
number one in the merit list. If this system is allowed to nrcvail, 
it might barfioer the growth of the teaching activity of the University, 

In the opinion of the Visiting Committee if the Vice-Chancellor and 
one or two members of the Board are associated with the Selection 
Commlttpc, such a kind of dangpr ran bo a'.nided. It w iuld then not 
be necessary to leave the choice to the Board of Regents, 

U^ATD PPOGPAM’'E 

As in other Agricultural Universities in India, the 
University of Agricultural Sciences, Bangalore hp-s flecMed ro adfpt 
features of the land grant colleaos In USA. which provides at all 
levels for an intimate coordination of teachirg, rosearcii and extension, 
admit a free two-way traffic of programmes and knowledge between the 
cultivators and the University, The University is assisted in this 
resoect by the University of Tennessee, USA, under the USAID Inter- 
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Institutional Proijrurmie and has so far assisted in several activities 
of the University by renderings technical helo, occasional financial 
suToort through comnioditios and travel grants. 

The University was also able to secure assistance flora other 
sources lilce the Ford Foundation, which sanct'ioned a grant of 
$331,500 for strengthening and develooing a strong Plant Protection 
Denartment in the rarnous. At oresent three advisors frora Ford 
Foundation actually narticipate in the taaching orogramnie. 

TTirnr.STEF SYSTE'I 

Although the University has introduced the trimester system 
of Gtiuretlon for the students who were enrolled for the various 
courses with effect from the year 10‘''j-67, the University nts obliged 
under the University Act to nrovide for tho conventional syslem of 
education for students admitted under the resrective old regulations into 
the three colleges transfered to the University, 

{ One of the Iranortant orovisiens made in the new courses at 

the Bachelor's level is the introduction of Mil'‘ary Training as part 
of the curricula. Under these orovlsions every able-bodied student 
has to undergo comouisory military training for six crodit hours 
during the fj‘. t two years. 

TJ'f! medium of instruction and examination still continues 
to be English. 

LIEU ARY FACTLTTTES 

Tha University built un a Central University Library in the 
existing cammus at Kebhal during the year 1966-67. Frior to that, 
two colleges on the camour had had the*;' own libraries. The lih-ary 
at oresei'.t consists of 35,000 volumes of brinks and i ,'arly 500 uerioJi- 
cals, mostly on the subjects of Ag-icutture, Veterinary Uoionce and 
Basic Sciences and ilumaiii t-'es. The Uhontor camous library h'^s a 
collection of mere than JOjC'Oit volucr-’s of borVs ;,nH ne-i oetj c?’s _ The 
University has recotvod gifts of books Iren the UStS snd Ford 
Foundation. The Uni'/orsity has also roc-’'ivcd thsrmrfax m;cro-fllni 
reader and printer. 

STUDECT9 WTiLFArE 

The University being residential in character is required to 
arovlde hostel accommodation to all students. At Oresent two hoatela 
at Hebbal camous and one at Dhamar catnous provide hoatel accommodation 
for nearly 70% of the sturents. 

The University orcivides Students Counselling Service, two 
dispensaries in the two camouses, and a Consumers' Cooperative Society 
for the benefit of students. 

FINANCES 


The main sources of finances of the University are:- 
(a) non-lapsable grant from the State Government, (b) grants from other 
organisations such as Ford Foundation, ICAU, and (c.) revenue receipts 
like Income from fees. University prooerty, etc. 

The University --t nrovides that the State Government shall 
make non-laosable iummsum grants to the Uni-verslty on the basis of the 
expenditure incurred in the year 1961-62 on the institutiens of 
Aqricyilfture,Animal Husbandry and other Government deoartmer.ts as are 
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transferfid to the University and also a non— laosabie Iuihpeuti grant 
in res^ipct of schemes included in the Third Five Year Plan and 
transfered for Irmleinentaiion by the UniverEiity* 

In conclusion we have to observe that the University fulfils 
the following conditions laid down by the Board;— 

1. It is a statutory University established under the Act 
of Government of Mysore. 

2. It can be sa'd to have as many as three faculties, 

3. It adoots the oolicy of ooen-door admission to all 
students irresoectlve of caste, creed and nationality. 

4. The UnlvpTSitv has functioned for nearly three years. 

5. In broad orlncioles it coraolies with the well-known 
standards of a University as a centre of learning. 

The Committee, however, was mt satisfied with regard to the 
orovis’ons in the Act for the anriointment of Vice-Chancellor, as 
according to the orocedurR laid down the Pro-Chancellor (the State 
M r'isipr for Agriculture) oresides over the Selection Committee and thg 
whole 'lioar l of I'ericnts is associated with the selpctlon, of the Vice- 
Chancellor. This, in the ooinion of the Committee, is not in keeolng 
with the accented orinciolcs. 

The Committee was also not haooy ivith regard to the Statute 
framed by the University with regard to the selection of teach-''rs as 
such a nrovisio'', as exolained 'u the rpoort above, is likely to 
vitiate the atfosohere so far as the selection of teachers is 
cC'iicerned. 


In view of these observations, although the Committee 
recommends that the University be admitted as a member of the Board, 
it feels that to start with, the merabersliio should be for a ncriod of 
not more than two years, during which time the University may be 
requested to amend the necessary orovisions of the Act and the 
relevant Statutes. 

The Committee expresses its gratitude to Dr. K,C. Naik, 
Vice-Chancellor, and other members of the staff of the Unlveisity for 
their kindness in receiving the Committee and takiro them round.

The mode of selection of Vice-Chancellor: 


The appointment of Vice-Chancellor is made by the Chancellor 
in consultation with the Education Minister (and not the Chief Minister) 
4 Act: Section 16(lJ|7 

The Committee seems to have assumed that such a procedure 
may be subject to political considerations. During the last six years 
the present procedure has worked satisfactorily in regard to the three 
Stale Universities, Burdwan, Kalyani' and North Bengal. Nowhere the 
selection of the Chancellor has been subject to political consideration. 
For example, the first Vice-Chancellor of the North Bengal University' 
was Prof, B.N. Dasgupta of the' Lucknow University, eminent ediicatiorist 
with long distinguished record of public service. His successor is 

A.C, Boy of Bengal Engineering College, one of the leading men in 
technical education, able admlaistrator and a distinguished teacher. 

At the Kalyani University, Prof. S.N. Dasgupta, an eminent 
Botanist, formerly Professor of Lucknow University was selected. He had 
served in the UNESCO as Agricultural Adviser to the backward countries 
and was, later o'., a member of the State Public Service Commission. 

He has been selected for a second 'teirn,' 

Tn Burdwan the first Vice-Chancellor was an eminent public 
servant, Shri Sukumar Sen, the first Election Commissioner of India who 
had international reputation for his administrative ability and who had 
a brilliant academic cgreer. 

The second Vice-Chancellor was a Judge-of the Calcutta 
High Court with a very good academic career and a distinguished record 
of social welfare work in West Bengal. 

The present Vice-Chancellor had also been a teacher and 
associated with development of education and educational admlnistrati on 
practically all his life. 

It Would, therefore, appear that the CAancellor^-s'discretion 
has-not been fettered'by ahy' pdliticdl'consideration.

Dear Dr. Amrlk Stngh, 

Thank you for your d.tr. letter no.F/l7—66 of the 26th 
Detember 1966, Informing US'that the Onlrerslty of Indore has been 
admitted orovlslonally to the membership of the Inter-Onlverslty Board, 
The matter Is now being olaced before the Executive Council. For 
this purooae. It will be useful If we can be enlightened on a few 
points, concerning the imollcatlons of provisional membership. 

2. The first point Is whether provisional membership confers 
on the University's Vice-Chancellor the same privileges and rights 
as on Vice-Chancellors of Universities who are permanent members of 
the Board In the matter of participation In meetings of the Board and 
of taking part In the CJtlng, whenever voting takes place, 

3, The second oolnt Is a more general one, arising chiefly 
because we have not so far been able to see any document dealing with 
the Constitution of the Board. Soon after this University came Into 
existence we had some corresoondence with your predecessor, the 

late Dr. Larola, From his letter to our Registrar - no.T/2/64/21O0/S 
of the 24th July 1964 - we gathered that It was not until September 
1961 that the decision was taken that a University had to function 
for at leait a year before It was admitted to the membershlo of the 
Board. The letter gave no indication of a class of "orovlslonal 
membershlo," 

4. Universities, Including ours, no doubt make provision for 
provisional and permanent affiliation of colleges. This Is generally 
done by making an aooronrlate Statute; and, when orovisional 
affiliation Is granted, certain conditions are stated, on the fulfil¬ 
ment of which permanent affiliation follows. From oapers made 
available to me by Shrl Bhandarkar, I find that, notwithstanding the 
recoimnendatlon of the Visiting Coiranlltee in favour of permanent 
membership, the Board admitted the Jlwajl and the Ravi Shankar 
Universities to orovlslonal membership, In view of "certain provisions 
In the Act governing the UMversltles ..... which do not seem to 

be wholly conducive for their proper functioning...." The reason 
given Is specific enough; and the defects mentioned are such as can 
be remedied only by the State Legislature. In our case, however. 

It would aopear that the Visiting Committee's mrln rer.son Is that 
the University hss BOt "so far settled down to suci. extent as to 

evolve an Independent personality and tradition of ts own...." 

(this observation has of course now been made aDnlionble to . h'.ail 
and Ravi Shankar Universities as well). Towards the ci . ,f • 
report the Committee has also stated that it will na sou;: yc^rs 
before it (the University) gets established as a nroper certre of 
learning". With dee respect to the Board, we feel that considerations 
of this kind will hold good, to a lesser or greater degree, in respect 
of other Universities established, say, within the last decade or so; 
and moreover any Judgment as to whether conditions oi this nature 
have been satisfied can only be more or less wholly subjective 

5, In this connection perhaps attention should be drawn to 
the following, from the note on the Item of the agenda for the 
recent awetlng of the Board, opposing the recommendation of the 
Bducatlon CptiBilBslon that membership of the Board should be "made 
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automatic to Includo all statsterf Universities. 

"In the opinion of the Standing Coinralttee the conditions 
laid down for the purpose of membership of the Board make only 
minimal demands uoon Universities as for Instance, an autonomous 
structure; confornity to certain well-known standards of academic 
efficiency: a opllcy of onen-dnor admission to ail irresoectlve of 
caste, creed and nationality; etc. These demands are by no means so 
stringent as to leave out any university which asolres to be a 
university In the orooer sense of the term." 

Prlma facie the points made in the report of the Vls^-tlng 
Committee and referred to earlier would aooear to be not quite'^onsls- 
tent with the note oreoared for the recent meeting of the Board. 

6, Briefly then the second Point on which we would welcome 
enlightenment is whether, apart from the two observations reoroduced 
in paragraph 4, there are any conditions to be fulfilled by the Uni¬ 
versity, before it can exoect Permanent membership. 

7, Finally, if there be no objection, we shall be grateful 
if we can know whether, aoart from the three newest Universities of 
Madhya Pradesh (and oerhaos Dibrugarh), there are any other Univrrsitie 
which are still only Provisional aerabars of the Board. 

0, As it seems likely that your colleagues on the Visiting 

Committee may be interested in seeing the poirts made In the letter, 

I am sending a copy of it to them.

Dear Dr. Reddy, 

I do not know wficther yon hare had occasion to see the 
corresoondence which we are haring with the Board's Secretary on 
the subject of our membershlo. We understand that the matter was 
included in the agenda of a meeting of the Standing Committee; but 
as aoDarently no'decision was reached, it seems porslble that the 
stand we have taken is perhaos not sufficiently known. We have, 
therefore, thought it desirable to address you oersonally, and in 
doing so I*enclose a cony of the documents listed in the Schedule 
to this letter for ready reference. 

2. As you will see from my d.o. letter of the 6th January 1967, 
three oolnts occurred to us, on seeing the report of the Visiting 
Committee. IVvo of these haye been clarified, namely, the first and t 
third. The second, however', remains unanswered. This relates to 
the Visiting Committee's reasons for recommending the membership only 
nrovisionally. The reasons arei 

(a) the University has not "so far settled down to such 
an extent as to evolve an Independent personality and 
tradition of Its own,..,,,,,” and 

Cb) "it will be some years before It Cthe University! 
gets established as a proper Centre of learning." 

3. The reasons given aooeared rather unusual. We could 
aonreclate provisional membership being recommended or granted, 
subject to conditions regarding the fulfilment of which it is 
possible to reach an objective judgement. But the reasons or the 
conditions staled in the report were rot of the kind on which an 
objective Judgement was possible. In regard to Ca) and (b) above, 
therefore, I wrote as follows; 

"We feel that considerations of this kind hold good, 
to a lesser of i.reater degree, in resPect of other 
Universities established, say, within the last decade 
or so; and moreover any judgement as to whether 
conditions of this nature have been satisfied can only 
be more or less wholly a subjective one." 

4. To the further question whether apart from fa! and (b) 
above, there are any conditions to be fulfilled by the University, 
before ft can expect Permanent menjbershf P, there hns been no reoly, 

5. There js general feeling here that the Vijj 

has been less than fair to the University in laying down conditions, 
regarding the fulfUment of wh^ch no objective judgement can be 
possible- With your far greater exoerience of University mattersr 
you will Derhaps agree that the kind of observations that the 
Visiting Commiltee has been Pleased to make will hold good, to a 
IflLBer or greater degree, in resoect of other Universities established, 
ray, within the last decade or so. In ooint of fact, however, all 
Meraber^nlverslties are oertnanent members of the board, except for 
Jiwajl and Ravlshanker in Madhya Pradesh, Burdwan in Bengal, Dlbrugarh 
In Ansapt and the Agricultural University In Uttar Pradesh, ^ 
flot til 1 ^ SB. three. Bat in regard to 
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Jiwaji and Rarlslianlrar Dnfversitfes, the reason why only provisional 
iiieiiibersliln was accorded to them by the Board Is because of a provision 
in the Legislative enactment which the Board considered objectionable. 
Obviously pemianent membership will follow when the defect pointed 
out is set right by the Legislature, This Is a kind of condition 
which one can understand; because, in resoect of It objective judge¬ 
ment is nossible as to whether It has been fulfilled or not, 

6, I am sorry I have had to trcnble you with this rather 
lengthy letter. But I think I will have the satisfaction of having 
exoiained our case at the highest level of the Board, before the 
Executive Council takes a further decision In the matter, following 
Dr, Amrik Singh's latest letter,

"U,P, Government set up an Inspection Team with 
representatives of Universij/les In 0,P., University Grants 
Commission and Indian Council of Agricultural Research to report 
on standard of education in the Agricultural Colleges in U,P, 
which offer 3866 seats out of the 9(X)0 seats available in degree 
course in agriculture in the country. U.P, has 27 Agricultural 
Colleges in the State out of which 24 are private colleges 
affiliated to Universities of Agra (16), Gorakhpur (7) and 
Allohebad (1). After independence, employment potential in 
agriculture increased due to commencement of First and SeCohti 
Five Tear Plans which emphasised the development of agriculture. 
This led to the opening of a large number of such mushroom private 
colleges. None of these new colleges, whose number is very jiig)?* 
fulfilled the minimum basic conditions for recognition at the 
tire of affiliation, Even the best equipped institutes like 
Agriculture CollegovKanpur, Allahabad Institute and B,R, College, 
Agra, have not been able to admit more than 180, 80 and 123 
students respectively, while the other institutes mentioned 
above, where there arc no facilities of laboratories, equipment^ 
adequate farm or staff, have admitted more than 300 students. Tbe 
unlimited admissions were made mainly to help the income of the 
institutes without any consideration of the training of these 
young men. 

The statistics of results of examinations of these 
colleges indicated that there was not much relationship between 
the facilities available at an institute and its examination 
results. Inspite of complete lack of facilities in most of 
these institutes, not only the pass percentages were high, but 
a large number secured first divisions. 

In view of this situation, the above committee had 
recommended that such newly started mushroom institutes which 
did not fulfil the minimum conditions for recognition of B,Sc. 
degree, should be given two years time to fulfil these conditions 
for degree classes in Agriculture, failing which their disaffi¬ 
liation might be considered. The above state of affairs is not 
conducive for maintaining adequate standard in higher agricultural 
education. Universities are autonomous bodies and there is 
no agency armed with statutory powers which could take cognisance 
of such state of affairs to amend matters. 

It is for consideration of Inter-University Board how 
could they help such institutes in maintaining standards of 
education In such an important technical branch of education 
like agriculture. The Universities could be advised to take 
help of autonomous bodies like I,C„A.R. or U.G.C. to get all 
their Institutes accredited and review affiliations granted for 
degree of agriculture,"

2, Progress Report of Agriculture Classes for 1966-67, 


The Institution started B,Sc,(Ag.) classes in July 1961 with 
only 23 students on roll. Every year the.enrolment has been increasing 
steadily and now the Institution has full 2 sections in each B.Sc.(Ag.) 
Pt,l and Ft.II, The enrolment of the year under review was 263 
(in B.Sc,(Ag)rt,I 130 & Pt.II 133), The results of this year are 
also quite encouraging. In B.Sc.(Ag)rt.I only 125 students appeared 
out of which 03 have passed and 19 are in supplementary while in B.Sc, 
(Ag)Pt.II 130 students appeared and 79 have passed and 6 are in 
supplementary. The exact pass percentage will only be known when 
supplementary results will be available. Excluding supplementary the 
pass percentage is 66,d% in Ft.I and 60.in Ft,II. 

The total acreage of the Agriculture Farm is 106,96 acres in 
place of 40 acres which was in the beginning. The irrigation 
facilities have also been enhanced. Formerly there was one Well fitted 
with Ho ter & Puran and 2 Fucca Wells fitted with lersian Wheels, Now 
one more Cavity Well with 5" Boring and fitted with Motor & luinp has 
been added. The college also possesses one Diesel Engine & lump mt'unted 
on Trolly, 

The college has also one "UHSUS" Tractor with Tiller and 
Offsets Harrow. There are also other Implements like seed drill etc. 
and mover with reaping attachment is being provided. 

A set of 7 rooms has been added in Agriculture Building, The 
College has received grant of about Rs.70,29C/- from various sources 
and matching amount of Rs.49,110/- will give Rs.l,K,400/- for 
enhancing the equipment alone.

I am directed to say that the University Grants Commission at its 
meeting held on 2nd March, 1966 considered the question of recognition of 
degrees by the universities on a reciprocal basis. A copy of the note 
placed before the Comralssion is enclosed. The Commission was of the view 
that eligibility for admission to a university should be automatic and not 
dependent on the university from which the degree has been obtained. It 
was, however, a prerogative of the university to admit any student to its 
courses, depending upon his attainments without prejudice to the university 
from which the admission qualifications had been obtained. 

The views of the University Grants Commission were brought to the 
notice of the universities for comments. Some of the universities/ 
institutions have intimated that they are recognising the degrees awarded 
by other universities on a reciprocal basis. Some have expressed 
themselves in favour of recognising the degrees , i t raciprob-ti basis. 

Some are in favour of recognising the degrees awarde! by statutory ual- 
veriities automat!ral.ly. i few of them have itjfoiT.ie.d that they are in 
favour of recognising the degrees awarded by universities/institutions

The Governmont of India, Ministry of Health some time back, brought 
It to the notice of the University Grants Commission that the University 
of Ranch] docs not recognize educational qualifications in Medicine of 
certain universities for purposes of admission to the Hospital for Mental 
Diseases, Ranchi, a Central Government Institution of all-India importance 
which provides facilities for a Diploma in Psychological Kedi cine(DPM) under 
the auspices of Ranchi University. It was printed out that the medical 
quali fi cati ens of the universities are recognized by thq'Indian Medical 
Council Act. As such the question of non-recognition of"such degrees by 
the University of Ranchi should really not arise, and if this policy is 
pursued by the University it will net be possible to maintain the all- 
India character of the Hospital for Mental Diseases, ‘’anchi. The 
Government of India, Ministry of Health, wanted the reaction of the 
University Grants Conmission in-tfiis behalf. The Ministry had at the same 
time, addressed the Inter-University Board also in this behalf. After 
consideration, the Commission informed the Ministry of Health that this 
is a matter which primarily concerns the Inter-University Board of India. 

The Government of India have now intimated that the matter was considered by 
the Standing Committee of the Inter-University Board at its meeting held on 
25th August 1965. The Committee felt that as the Ranchi University is 
not a member of the Board, it would not be desirable for the Board to 
interfere in this matter. The Government of India have suggested that 
the matter may be considered by the University Grants Commission.

cases as a matter of policy: 

Kegardlng recognition of foreign degrees/diplomas, we do 
recognise that there are certain difficulties inherent in drawing their 
equivalence to their counterparts in India. Till such time that a 
suitable method for evaluation of these degrses/diploraas can be evolved, 
it is perhans better that individual Universities may be left free to set 
up their own equivalence procedure in this regard. The equivalence 
accoraed to foreign degrees and diplomas may. however, be brought to the 
notice of the Equivalence Committee.

I am enclosing herewith a copy of the now Kerala University Bill, 
1967, v;hi ch has been presented to the Legisla.,;-Assembly, The Bill has 
been referred to a Select Committee yesterday, 

I should like to draw the attention of the U.G.C, to sems of the 
provisions of this l-i 11 which, if enacted, will seriously undermine the 
autonomy and freedom of the University and v;ill mr.ke it possible for the 
Government of the day to interfere with the working of the University from 
timS to time at the pleasure of the Government. Also, in the proposed 
constitution of the Senate of the UnivwESlty, there are elements that would 
introduce a trade unionist and political atmosphere in tiiO rieetings of that 
body. 


I shall be glad if the U.G.C. viould co.asider this Bill and send 
its views and comments to the Gcvern.ment of Kerala. I maj' say that, though 
reference h"S been made to the model Act, seme of the reenmmendHtions in 
the Model Act have been completely violated in spirit and letter. I must 
odd that a copy of the Bi11 was not seen by re before it was placed before 
the Assembly, and neither the University nor the Vice-Chanoellor vtas 
officially consulted. I had a brief meeting with the Education Minister, 
but I did not have a document in my hands on which to go. I find that some 
of the most coutroversial elements in the Bill were not mentioned to me 
during this meeting. 

The points to which I should like to draw the attention of the 
U.G.C. particularly are:- 

ll) The recurrence of the phrase "subject to the prior approval 
of the Government" in Chapter II - Section 5(xl), (xii), 
(xxlii) and (xxvi). Section 5(xxvi) is particularly objectio 
able, as it reduces the University to the position of a 
subordinate department of Government, 

(2) The last paragraph of Chapter II regarding reservation of 
annni ntments and nnsts In the Universitv. 
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C3> Chapter HI ^section lO; 

Cl) Instead of the third member of the Committee being 

appointed by the Chancellor, it is now proposed that 
Govern.nent should appoint this third member, and the 
Committee itself is specifically to be a Committee 
appointed by the Government. 

(2) It Is possible that the Committee may put up six 
names, and this is likely to increase the element 
of party and group politics in the selection of 
the Vice-Chancellor. 

XX XX XX 

(7) In the event of any temporary vacancy In the office 

of the Vice-Chancellor, it will be now the Chancellor 
who may mahe necessary arrangements. In the existing 
f’-ct it is the Syndicate, vj.'. th the approval of the 
Chancellor, that makes the necessary arrangements. 

(4) Chapter IV — section 14 — Class II — Elected Members: 

(1) As many as fifteen registered graduates are to be 
elected in a Senate of about lOO members, as against 
sixteen out of more than 200 under the existing Act. 

(2) Notwithstanding the Model Act's and the Education 
Commission's recommendations to the contrary, eight 
members of the Legislature are to be elected. 

XX XX XX 

(7) Representation is given to Municipalities and 

Cr Panchayats and Trade Unions. This provision exists 

(0) In the present Act and has been one of the causes 
of a non—academic atmosphere often prevailing in 
meetings of the Senate. 

(<1) arc wholly new and are likely to undermine the 

authority and discipline of University and college 
(10) admi nistration. 

Chapter IV - Section 10 - Class I - Ex-officio Members: 

The number of nominees of Government has been 
increased from two at present to four. This seems 
to be excessive in a small body, and unnecessary. 

I have myself suggested the inclusion of the Finance 
Secretary, The inclusion of the Director of 
Collegiate Education (which is new) and the Director 
of Public Instruction (existing provision) seems 
now to be unnecessary. 

Chapter IV - Section 10 - Class II - Other Members: 

(2) The provision that no employee of the University 
shall be eligible for election or nomination to 
the Syndicate is new and is not clear. If it Is 
meant to make it impossible for a O.niversity 
Professor or Head of a Dopartraent to be on the 
Syndicate, this might be a retrograde provision. 
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Chapter IV - Section 19:- 

The term of the Syndicate is proposed to be five 
years■ This is contrary to the advice of the Model 
Act Comnittee which had suggested a three-year term, 
so that there might be more frequent opportunity for 
n'Jiv perspns to appear in such bodies. This applies 
also to the Senate. 

(5) Chapter VIII - Miscellaneous: 

Sections 45 to 50 are new and give the Government 
power to Inspect, to call for explanation, to take 
over and acquire private colleges, to appoint 
commissions of enquiry into the working of the 
University and to make rules. In some of the 
other University Acts in our country, the power to 
cause an Inspection of the University is vested In 
the Chancellor, Such a provision might have been 
desirable, But these six clauses now proposed to 
be put into the new Act irill give Government very 
wide powers which'will make it impossible for the 
University to act with any freedom. 

C6l Chapter VIII - section 62;- 

The transitory piovSrlon regarding officers at 
present functioning in the University, in actual 
fact affects only the Vice-Chancellor, It is 
provided that ne'v appointment of Vice-Chancell^^^ 
will have to be made in less than a year. There is 
no provision for the present incumbents of any office 
continuing until their term is completed, nor is 
there the usual provision in new University Acts 
that, notwithstanding the machinery proposed for 
the appointment of a Vice-Chancellor through a 
committee, the first appointment under the Act is 
made by the Chancellor,

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Subject: The Kerala University Bill 1967 - An analysis. 

The following is a brief analysis of certain provisions in the 
Kerala University Bill, 1967. 

CHAPTER II 

(i) Section 5(xi), (xii), (xxiil) and (xxvi): 

These lay down that the prior sanction/approval of the Government 
will be necessary; (a) to regulate the fees payable in private cplleges 
affiliated to the University; Cb) to regulate the emoluments and prescribe 
the duties and conditions of service of teachers and other employees in 
prlva te colleges: (c) to affiliate and disaffiliate colleges; (d) to create 
posts the maximum pay of which is or exceeds Rs.1,000/- per mensem and 
(e) to launch schemes the expenditure on which exceeds one lakh of rupees. 

Under the existing Act (14 of 1957), the power to affiliate and 
disaffiliate colleges and to regulate the fees payable in private colleges 
is vested in the University. 

Cii) Section 6: 

The second proviso to this Section lays down that the rules for 
the reservation of appointments and posts under the Government, in favour 
of Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other backward classes citizens 
shall, as far as may be, apply in the case of appointments to the establish¬ 
ment of the University. 

Ch/.FTER III 

(i) Section 6(4); 

This e'iipowers the Chancellor to suspend or dismiss any of the 
authorities of the University (when emergency arises) and to take measures 
for the interim administration of the University. 

The above has to be viewed in the context of the provision vesting 
the Government with the right to cause an enquiry to be made in respect of 
any matter connected with the University. 

(ii ) Section 6(9): 

This empower the Chancellor to remove the Vice-Chancellor on 
charges of misappropriation or mismanagement of funds or misbehaviour after 
an enquiry by a person who is or has been a judge of the high Court 
appointed by the Chancellor and after giving the the Vice-Chancellor a 
reasonable opportunity of showing cause against the action proposed to be 
taken against him. 

(iii) Section 9: 

This provides that the Minister for the time being administering 
the subject of Education in the State shall be the Pro-Chancellor of the 
University. 

(ix) Section 9(2); 

This confers on the Pro-Chancellor the right tp visit and inspect 
colleges and other institutions maintained by or affiliated to the University. 

(vi) Section 10(1); 

This prescribes the constitution of the Committee (to be appointed 
by the Government) for recommending unanimously the appointment of the 
Vice-Chancellor. The Committee is to consist of three members, one elected 
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by the Senate, one elected by the Syndicate and the third nominated by t! 
Government (not by the Chancellor as provided for in the existing Act). 

(vii) Section 10(2): 

This says that in case the Committee appointed under Sectioi 
10(1) is unable to recommend a name unanimously, each member may submit r 
more than two names to the Chancellor for consideration and the Vice-Chan 
llor shall be appointed by the Chancellor from among the panel of names 
so Submitted by the members. 

Under the existing Act, if the Committee Is unable to recommend 
a name unanimously, the Vice-Chancellor is appointed by the Chancellor 
from among a panel of three bames submitted to him by the Committee. 

CHAPTER IV 


(i) Section 10: 

This gives the composition of the Syndicate. Amongst the 
ex-officio members are: The Secretary to the Government, Education 
Department; the Director of Collegiate Education and the Director of 
Public Instruction, 

Provision has been made for inclusion in the Syndicate of five 
members el'cted from among themselves by the Senate of whom three shall b 
persons whe are not teachers. Provision has also been made for the inclu 
of four members elcc'.ed front among themselves by the Academic Council. 
Furthermore no enployce of the University shall be eligible for election 
or nomination to the Syndicate. 

(li) Section 19: 

This proscribes that members of the Syndicate, other than 
ex-officio members, shall hold office for a term of five years from the 
date of their election or nomination as the case may be. 

(iii) Section 21: 

This provides for an Academic Council and is a new provision. 
CHAPTER VIII 

Ci) Section 46; 

This is a new provision which enables the Government to call for 
an explanation from the Gyndicate in regard to any matter connected with 
the University if at any time the Government are of the opinion that the 
affairs of the University are not managed in accordance with the Act, the 
Statutes or the Ordinances or in furtherance of the objects and purposes 
of the Act. 

(ii) Section 47, 40 and 49: 

1 These are also new provisions and empower the Government to take 

over the management of private colleges; to acquire such colleges and also 
to appoint, after the expiry of ten years a commission to inquire into and 
report on the working and financial position of the University and suggest 
changes in the provisions of the Act cr the Statutes, Ordinarces, Rules 
and bye-laws made thereunder with a view to bringing about improvements 
in the affaies of the University. 
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This stipulates that the Vice-Chancellor shall at the end of every 
five years, submit a report to the Government on the condition of affiliated 
colleges. 

(Iv) Section 62: 

This enumerates transitory provisions. Ip particular, it says 
that any officer or authority of the University exercising any powers or 
performing any duties under the existing Act (14 of 1957) immediately before 
the commencement of the new Act shall, for a period of one year from such 
commencement or until the corresponding officer or authority is appointed, 
elected, nominated or constituted, as the case may be. In accordance with 
the new Act or the Statutes or the Ordinances made thereunder, whichever 
is earlier, continue to exercise such powers or perform such duties, as the 
case may be, so far as such powers or duties are not Inconsistent with the 
provisions of the new Act.

Sir, 

The All India Council for Technical Education at its meeting held 
in March, 1958 considered the question of selection of candidates for 
admission to degree courses in Engineering and Technology in the country 
and was of the view that admissions to Engineering Colleges should be made 
on the basis of results of Common admission tests to be conducted by the 
Regional Boards to be set up for the purpose. The matter was farther 
discussed by the Chief Ministers of States at their conference held in New 
Delhi on 15.1.1961. In the case of University institutions the matter w, s 
referred to the University Grants Commission. The Commission at Its meeting 
held on 6th/7th December, 1961 considered the recommendations of the 
A.I.C.T.E., and referred the matter to the Standards Committee of the 
Commission for advice. 

The Standards Committee recommended as under 

"The Committee was, on the whole doubtful if the Universities could 
be brought within the fold of common aciiiiission tests conducted by 
Regional Boards. Apart from its financial implications and 
precedural difficulties, the proposal may not be practicable in 
view of varying practices and standards of University cvgrainations 
But the Committee agreed that in the interest of uniformity and ^ 
other considerations, this suggestion mighj be examined further. 

As a result of further correspondence with the A.I.C.T.c., the 
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loiimission fiii:Ui£r-exarainpij the (juestio^ at Us meeting held on 3J2J96‘' 
and-xeselijed as under:- 

"The Commission considered the question of selection of candidat 
for admission to engineering and technological institutions and 
felt that multiplicity of tests or special selection examinatio. 
were not desirable academically, apart from the financial burde 
and other hardships to the candidates, The Commission was of tl 
view that, when considered necessary, alO|ngwith the general 
annual examinations held by different boards/bodies it may be 
possible to introduce a special paper or papers for purpose of 
determining admission to engineering colleges. The Commission 
desired that a Conwittee be appointed in consultation with the 
A.I.C,T,C. to examine the question and suggest a suitable methoc 
of selection," 

In pstrsuance of the above decision a joint Committee was 
appointed, A meeting of the Committee was held on 2nd December, 1966, 

A copy of the report of the Committee is enclosed herewith, The rccoramedd 
ations made by the Joint Committee were placed before the Commission at 
its meeting held on 3rd May, 1967 when the Commission resolved as under:- 

"Tt was agreed that the report of the Committee be referred to 
the Inter-University Board for advice," 

I am, therefore, directed to request that the matter may kindljy 
be considered by the Inter-University Board and their views on the same 
be coraniiniGated to this office at an early date.

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Minltues of ttie meeting of the Joint Coiuralttee to consider 
the method of selection of candidates for admission to 
Engineering and Technological Institutions in the country. 


A meeting of the Joint Committee appointed by the U.G.C. and 
the A.I.C.T.E. for considering the method of selection of candidates for 
admission to Engineering and Technological Institutions in the country was 
held on 2nd December, 1966. The following were present:

Shri S.F. Gupta, Education Officer (T), University Grants 
Commission also attended the meeting. Shri T. Kuthian, Prof. P.J. Madan, 
Biig. S.K. Booe and Shri E.N. Dogra regretted their inability to attend. 

It was explained that at present admission tests aeo being held 
by a number of institutions in the country, each one doing this independently 
Candidates wishing to be considered by more than one institution were subject 
to many hardships. The U,G.C. and the A.I.C.T.E, have, therefore, 
considered this problcrr and set up a Joint Committee to suggest suitable 
method of selection for admissions. 

The Committee considered the problem in details. A review of 
the existing admission tests in different institutions was also made. It 
was observed that admission examinations tend now to be stereo-typed. 
Consequently, coaching classes are now conducted by private agencies to 
prepare students for these examinations and the students have to pay heavy 
sums for such coaching. Regarding aptitude tests and interviews in 
connection with admissions, the members felt that these methods are not 
very helpful in the selection of candidates. 

The Committee agreed with the U.G.C, that multiplicity of tests 
or special selection examinations were not desirr.ble academically apart 
from the financial burden and other hardships to the candidates. However, 
the Ccnmiittee felt thet adding special subjects to the general annual 
examinations held by different Boards/Bodies would entail many problems, 
for example, if a special paper on Drawing is included, it will be necessary 
to introduce the subject in Higher Secondary/Pre-Uni varsity courses to 
which the State Governments or Universities may not agree. Besiees, it 
may be difficult to say whether Drawing or any suc^ special paper can really 
test the suitability of a candidate for Engineering education. 

The Committee agreed that a central admission test be conducted 
on the lines of I.I.T. admission test, but the car.aidatBs should be allowed 
to answer papers in their mother-tongue. The Committee observed that if 
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I.I.Ts and Begional Enoineering Colleges accept the results of this 
All-India exauiiootion for admission, it will have treinendous effect among 
students. All institutions could then be requested to join the pool and 
accept the new system of selection, 

Ihe Committee agreed that a central autonomous body should be 
set up to coml’jGt the admission tests. A number of'admission tests may 
have to be conducted for admission to the courses of different durations, 
viz,, 

(1) 5-year Integrated Course in Sngineering/Technology or 
4-year Course in Pharmacy with Higher Secondary/POC 
as the minimum qualifications, 

(2) 4-ye3T Course in Engineering/Technology with I.5c. 
or Pre-Engineering as the minimum qualification. 

(3) 3-year Course in Engineer!r«g/Teciinology with B.Sc, 
as the minimum qualification,

Please refer to your correspondence resting with my Private 
Secretary’s letter No,ll3lA)M/67 of tlie 24th-April 1967 regarding the 
question of compulsory service in the TJationnl Cndet Corps, We have 
recently considered the whole question in the light af the scheme for 
Q National Service Corps, It looks as ii tiiis scheme will take some 
time to te finalised. We have, therefore, no alternative but to 
continue the national Cadet Corps as a compulsory Item for the coming 
academic year. We expect that as soon as the National Service Corps 
programme is finalised and introduced, it would be possible to provide 
an option between the National Cadet Corps • and the National Service 
Corps. However, in the light of our own capacity to provide training 
and equipment and in order to meet some of the points that have been 
urged on behalf of the students in regard to their academic commitments, 
ff3 have decided to reduce the period of service in the NCC from 3 to 2 
years. Shjuld, h nvaver, ony cadet desire to continue his service in 
the Corps for another year, it would be possible for him to do so es a 
matter of his own choice, I am enclosing a copy of the letter wiiich has 
been sent to all Vice-Chancellors requesting them to make necessary 
changes in their ordinances, I am sure I can look forward to your co¬ 
operation and assistance and that of the Inter-University Board in givini 
effect tc these measures.

My dear Vice-Chancellor, 

As you are aware, in order to meet to some extent the growing demant 
for universal military training in the wake of the Chinese aggression 
In 1962, the Universities came forward to make NCC compulsory for all 
able-bodied male undergraduate students in Universities and Colleges. 
They passed ordinances giving effect to this decision from 1963—64, and 
fixing the period of compulsory NCC training as three years. The Inter- 
University Board has been periodically reviewing the working of compulsor 
NCC and recommending its continuance. 

2. The Education Commission also has recommended that NCC should be 
continued on a compulsory basis till the end of the Fourth Year Plan 
and that it should be made voluntary as alternative forms of social 
service by college students come into being. The Education Conmission's 
proposal to introduce a national service programme at the University 
stage was recently discussed at the State Education Ministers' Conference 
held in New Delhi on the 20th to 30th April, 1967. The Conference 
recommended that the National Cadet Corps and the National Service Corps 
programmes .should be alternatives to each other in the sense that a 
student should be required to opt for one or the other. 

3. The Government of India have examined the matter in the light of 
the above recommendations and have decided that until such time as an 
alternative scheme for compulsory National Service was ready to be 
implemented which may be finalised by December 1967, N.C.C. should 
continue on a compulsory basis. At the same time they have taken note 
of the fact that the resources of manpower and equipment now available 
with the DS NCC are not adequate to cope with the large number of cadets 
enrolled for three years under the compulsory scheme. With a view to 
making NCC training more effective and utilising the existing resources o 
manpower and equipment to the best extent, they have decided that the 
period of compulsory training should be reduced from 3 to 2 years. Stu¬ 
dents who volunteer will, however, be allowed to undergo the third 
year's training also. This measure will assist in reducing the number 
of cadets by about 2!^ to 3 lakhs and lead to a more profitable uti¬ 
lisation of the limited resources of staff and equipment available. 

4, I would therefore suggest that you may kindly take up the question 
of amending your University ordinance so as to reduce the period of 
compulsory NCC training from three to two years. If the number of 
camps to be attended by the cadets has also been fixed in the ordinance 
as two during these three years, it will have to be reduced to one 
training camp in the reduced period of two years. 

5, Another problem which the NCC authorities have had to face and 
which has contributed to the lower attainment of NCC training is the 
inability of many institutions to ensure cadets' attendance on parades 
as per University ordinances. Resort to liberal condonations of 
deficiency in attendance at NCC parades has led to the students not 
taking the training seriously. It would help to achieve higher attend¬ 
ance St NCC parades If the institutions within your Jurisdiction are 



asked tc make it clear to the students that the University ordinances 
would be strictly enforced. 

6, I am quite confident that the measures will have your fullest support 
and that the prograrane of NCC training will continue to receive your 
co-operation and encouragement as it has done in the past, 

7. I would be grateful for an acknowledgement of this letter end an 
Intimation cf action taken which would obviously lhave to be done in time 
before the cemmencement of the next academic year.

Dear Dr, Sen, 

When I saw you or Fridey afternoon in regard to the NCC being made 
optional with effect from the next academic session, we also happened to 
discuss the question of alternative arrangements. While I fully agree 
with you that making the NCC optional without making available any other 
Blternative/s to students would not be exactly satisfactory, it appears to 
me that, in the existing situation, we have no other choice. Setting 
up a National Service Corps is a highly desirable objective but it vjill 
take quite some time before such a Corps can be set up. The said Corps 
has to have a philosophy, a social orientation and a ground organisation. 
Obviously it will take quite some time before such a Corps can be 
brought into existence. The question therefore is: Do we wait for such 
a Corps to be brought into existence before we make NCC voluntary and give 
the option to students to choose either the NCC or the NSC, or do we make 
NCC voluntary with effect from the next academic session and initiate 
those steps which will eventually mean the establishment of the NSC 
within the next year or so? It is a difficult choice to make but in this 
situation I am inclined to take the second alternative in preference 
to the first. 

Should this be agreed to, the situation will be no different from 
what it obtained till 1963 when compulsory NCC was introduced for the 
first time. At that time, the NCC was a source of strength to Principals 
and Heads of Institutions in the maintenance of discipline. Since the 
compulsion was introduced, as you are aware, things have deteriorated. 

This is not to suggest that there is anything wrong itith the NCC authori- 
tiesCexcept that as a matter of general policy quality has to be pre¬ 
ferred to quantity). This has come about because of a number of reasons 
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Into which we need not go here. One conclusion however Is inescapeble 
that is that games and sports in schools and colleges have to be 
helped to grow in a much bigger way than has been possible so far. 
About thisj I shall be writing to you separately, but just bjw I do 
wish to suggest that continuing with the existing system is in no 
way going to improve things. 

1 may add here that while this is my personal view, the views 
of the Joint Meeting of the Standing Comnittee of the lUB and the 
UGC are not particularly different from the views put forward above. 

At the joint meeting held on 5th April 1967, the following 
recoraiT'endations were made;- 

a) NCC should be made optional. 

bl Making NCC optional need not be linked up with 

compulrcry National Service, as is sometimes argued. 

The latter scheme required considerable thinking and 
organisation before it cculd be taken in hand and to 
link up the two would mean delaying a decision on (a). 

c) A substantial part of the funds thus saved may be 
fruitfully diverted to ether schemes connected with 
higher education and youth welfare. 

In view of the foregoing, I V'lould suggest that compulsion with regard 
to the NCC be withdrawn within the next few weeks because that appears 
to he the only feasible thing to do. This is what I told Sardor 
Swaran £injh when I saw him on Thursday evening, and I feel that an 
understanding between you and him along these lines would facilitate 
p decision at the Cabinet level. As a matter of fact the Emergency 
vjhich is being withdrawn with effect from the 1st of July seems to 
provide the appropriate occasion for taking a decision in the matter. 

One small point in conclusion. SJhatever decision is arrived at 
may be kindly communicated to the TUB which in turn will communicate 
it to all the universities. This is how the decision to enforce com¬ 
pulsory NCC was taken four years ago and this is hnw it should be 
taken again when it comes to doing away wich the compulsory part of 
it.

I find that 
the MCC Act itself provides for social service as a component of K33 
training, and I have been thinking whether the object which the t'duoation 
Commission had in view would..not be served by introducing progressively 
under the NCC scheme itself various forms of rooisl service for the 
benefit of those students who do not like to go through the full 
programme of military training prescribed ot present for the NX, I 
hope to be able to discuss this aspect of the matter with the Defence 
Mini star soon. 

If th? fJCC is made voluntary forthwith, it would be difficult latpr 
to introduce compulsion for some form of national service. It was in 
consideration cf this aspect of the matter than the State Education 
Ministers at a conference held recently suggested that the option should 
be only with regard to the selection of one foim or another of national 
service.

I write this in connection with N.C.C. training in our University. 
Last week, I received a letter from Brigadier Sathe, Director of the 
National Cadet Corps in the Maharashtra area, the first two sentences 
of which I quote below:- 

"A decision regarding the future enrolment of university 
students into the NCC has very recently been teken. This 
would no doubt be communicated to you through the normal 
channels in due course." 

It Is not clear from Brigadier Bathe's letter who took the decision to 
which he refers and who is going to commnnlcate It to us. As this 
matter was discussed at the Inter-University Board and was supposed to 
be under active consideration of the authorities. In consultation with 
the President of the Inter-University Board and the Chairman of the 
University Grants Commission, I thought that it would be proper for 
me to write to you, in the first instance, before advising the 
Executive Council of our University to take any action. 

Some months ago, the Academic Council of the University of 
Poona passed the following resolutlon;- 

"Resolved to recommend to the Executive Council that 
N.C.C. training be made voluntary with effect from the 
academic year beginning from June, 1967." 

When the resolution of the Academic Council came up for consideration 
of the Executive Council of the University of Poona, the Executive 
Council decided that it would be better to have consultation with 
other Universities in Maharashtra in the matter, and therefore, 
referred the problem to the Joint Board of Vice-Chancellors of 
Universities In Maharashtra, The Joint Board at its meeting held 
on 22nd April, 1967, passed the following resolutlon:- 

“Resolved that this Board is of the opinion that the N.C.C. 
be transformed from compulsory basis to voluntary basis and 
that the matter may be taken up with the Chairman of the 
U.G.C, and I.U.B, as early as possible as already discussed," 

Dr. Pawar, Vice-Chancelor of the Shivaji University, Kolhapur, also 
Informed other Vice-Chancellors, that the matter was under active 
consideration of the U.G.C. and the I.U.B. Some time later, I 
received the minutes of the Joint Meeting between theUniversity Grants 
Comnlssion end the Standing Committee of the Inter-Unlverslty Board 
held on 5th April, 1967. The recorded consensus of opinion at this 
meeting was that the issue should be re-opened, that the N.C.C. should 
be made optional and that making the N.C.C. optional need not be linked 
up with coaipulsory national aorvlce. The minutes of this Joint Meeting 
were elroulatad to members of our Executive Council and members of the 
Council appeared generally to approve the concensus emerging at the 
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Joint Meeting, 

I may note thnt tha D,0. letter from Brigeclji-dr Ssttie to which 
I have referred earlier, contains a reference to compulsory social 
Service, The statement he makes, in this regard, is as follows;- 

"Jt has boon decided that enrolment of cadets in the HCC 
would be obligatory for two yeurs and optioral for the third 
year. This ruling is to remain effective,! I am given to 
understand, until such time as the National Service Corps 
beccitos effective. When it bcccmes so effective, the students 
would hove an option of joining either tne IJ.C.C, or the N,S,C," 

The present position, thus, appears to be that N.C,C. training is 
ms'ntainfl ?s corpulspry and that re-considerati|On of this matter Is 
iipl'od up with compulsory social service. These decisions are clearly 
Et varir-aoe with responsible acadtiric opinion In the country as 
ropiesonted by the Inter-University Board and the University Crants 
Commission, 

I write this letter with a particular purpose, I would like to 
know fnm you whether as President of the Inter-University Uosrd, you 
hevc hacn consiv.ted before the present decision has been sri’lued at and 
|•''hctl'e^ you have any informal commitment on the part of the 
Lriv.rsities, in Uis rsgard, For, if 'p'Ji h.-''' int lissii so consulted, 
rrd have made no crii-ritmint, the decision now c-jirranicatjd tc me could 
bo a dicisic". ui’y cf sorco Control Minis'.rie:,..

Subject: COMPULSORY NATIONAL SERVICE FOR 
UNIVERSITY AfO COLLEGE STUDENTS. 


The question of introducing a programme of National Service has 
been under the consideration of the Government for a fairly long time. 
In 1960, the Deshraukh Committee recommended that one year of National 
Service should be made obligatory for all students who have completed 
the secondary stage before they enter university but it was not 
possible to implement their recommendation for various reasons. The 
question was again considered in detail by the Education Commission 
which recommended that a programme of compulsory Social and National 
Service suited to the age and maturity of the students should be made 
an integral part of education at all stages. There has been whole - 
hearted support to the recommendation of the Education Commission from 
the various quarters including the educationists. 

2. It has now been decided that at the university stage, for which 
a compulsory NCC programme was introduced from August, 1963, the NCC 
programme be diversified by adopting the following measures in order 
to evolve a programme of National Service for 10 to 12 lakhs of 
university students every year: 

(a) All students of colleges both boys and girls must compul¬ 
sorily participate In one of the three activities - NCC, 
Social Service or Sports and Games for 2 years. 

(b) Students will be able to give 20 working days six hours 
each during their college terms. In addition they will be 
available for camps as follows:- 


i) 

First year 

- 

10 days camp for all. 

ii) 

Second year 

- 

30 days camp for advanced 
training for all. 

iill 

Third year 

- 

30 days for selected leaders 
and specialists only. 


3, It is proposed that the existing NCC Organisation may be 
suitably strengthened by enlisting assistance and cooperation of various 
experts in Urban and Rural areas to evolve a practical and worthwhile 
programme for our university students. 

4 , Directors of Soil Conservation, Officers-in-Charge of Extension 
Services, Agricultural Commissioners and all Offlcers-in-Charge of minor 
Irrigation are to be requested to give statewise projects with maps, 
time schedules, number of students reqnl'ted on each project at speci¬ 
fied tltnes of the year. This will enable us to allocate tasks by 
States to various colleges particularly those located in the nearby 
areas.

ON STUDENT SERVICES : A PROPOSAL 
By 

Dr. P. Pasricha 

U.S. Education Foundation in India. 


Student services are defined as "all organized services 
provided by colleges outside the curriculum which assist in a 
student's social, emotional and intellectual development." A 
good program of student services, therefore, should include a 
variety of services each of which affects the lives of most of the 
students during their college careers. With our present resources 
it may not be possible for us to initiate all of these services at 
once. 'We need to fix priorities and the two best criteria for this 
are: CD the finances and (2) the prafessionally qualified staff 
required to man the services. 

The first and the most urgent requirement in this direction is 
the appointment of a Dean of Students or another officer to plan 
and co-ordinate various services. Initially this may be an honorary 
appointr.ent with the provision for a permanent and full-time dean, 
later. The development of student services can be possible if we 
have training programs for the prospective personnel. Certain selected 
universities and teachers' colleges should be asked to plan and 
organise courses for the deans of students and other student services 
personnel. 

With the professionally qualified staff ensured through the 
suggested training courses we may plan three phases of development 
of student services; 

First Phase 

Many student services exist on college campuses but need to 
be better organized and coordinated. The first phase of develooment 
should take up the coordination of the existing services. Services 
which are used by the majority of students and involve little 
expenditure should be given priority. Many of these services can be 
organized with the help of the existing teaching staff after they 
have been given some orientation through inservice training. The 
specific services which can be attempted during the first phase of 
development are (1) orientation of new students, (2) student advisory 
system, (3) student activities, (4) hostel management and advising 
in the halls of residence and (5) health services. 

Second Phase 

During this phase we may plan to take up the services which 
require administrative reorganization and staff with a better 
understanding and background of student services than can be provided 
through inservice training programs. The services that come under

this catejory are (1) selective admissions, (2) student records, 

(3) centralized financial aids and scliolarsliips, (4) vocational 
plaoements, (5) foreign student advising, and^(i) alumni relations, 

Third Phase 

This can be a phase for specialization when we should plan to 
provide professional help to students with specific problems, These 
services should be offered only when professionally qualified 
personnel is available, If entrusted to inadequately qualified indi¬ 
viduals, they can do more harm than good to the student. The 
services which may be eamiarled for this phase of development are 
(1) Counselling with personal and emotional difficulties, (2) iental 
Health clinics attached to the health services, (3) remedial services I 
study habits, speech and hearing defects, etc,, and (4) research and 
evaluation of student services,

But when 
a student migrates from one University area to another within a State or 
within the country, the nraetice of demanding migration certificates on 
payment of a fee dees not seem to be desirable. Tie payment of fees and 
Issue of migration certificates oartlculariy by the S.S.L.C. Boards take 
considerable tine. In many cases the certificates are not received even 
by the end of the academic year and the student is o’enied oermission to 
aooear for the University Examination, The migration cert’’fixate is issued 
In a routine fashion and serves no useful O'lrpoEe. 

It Is, therefore, felt that the hardshio to students on account of 
this, can be avoided by doing away vvith the rules roqulving ovoductlon 
of migration certiticatos. 

I am to request you kindly to take uo the matter and move the Inter 
University Board so that this outdated practice of demanding migration 
certificates is discontinued forthwith. 

Decision taken in the matter may olease be Intimated in due course.

Please refer to your letter No.4S62 daiecl the 27th May, 1967, 

As was reporred to you In this office letter No,AC/‘1512/67, dated 
the 13th May, 1967, the Diolofna in Rural Services awarded by the National 
Council for Rural Higher Education, has been afproved as equlvelenl to 
the 1st degree of this University for nurnoses of aDoointnient under Govern 
ment, but not for adnlsslon to the ocst—graduate classes of this Universlf; 
as the contents of the course are not ad^uatc to make a percco qualified 
to Join Dost—graduate class in any subject. 

Tbs Academic Council appoints a comnlTten to e::amtrie all cases nf 
equivalence-and make report to tiie Accdemic Council, The equivalence 
Committee went through the syllabus and the courses of stuoles of the Rural 
Services diploma awarded by the National Courcll. After examining the 
contents, this committee found that candidates who obtain this diploma arc 
not sufficiently equipped to pursue a post-graduate course. But since this 
dloloma is Taken after 3 years of study sp.bsequent to the Pre-University 
examination and since in the ontlonal group In many of the subjects, the 
courses are broadly equal to the B.A. Pass course, the Cemmittee reconraeade 
that the holders of this dinloma may be considered qualified for appolntmen 
under Government. 

The Committee recorded Its recommendation that the holders of this 
diploma arc not qualified to join post-graduate class in any subject, 
because the contents of this dinlonia course are not adequate for the purposf 
The Committee did examine the syllabus and the courses of study In detail, 
but have not put down In writing all its findings. As far as I remember 
the reasons which actuated the Committee to make this recommendation were:- 

(1) In the Utkal University, for the B.A, examination, a student has to 
aooear in 3 peoers in English, carrying 300 marks. In the Diolona course of 
the National Council, there is provision for only 190 marks in English, Thi 
is not considered adequate training for joining post-graduate classes, 

(2) A candidate of the Utkal University, who takes the B.A. examination, 
has to moear in one Daper in Modern Indian Language carrying 100 marks 
and this paper Is of B.A. standard. In the diploma course of the National 
Council, Regional Language, which a sturti/nt has to take, is prescribed to 
be of the intermediate standard. In view of these, In particular, the 
Committee recoramended that the holders of this dioloraa are not adequately 
equiooed to pursue a post-graduate course, but since they have undergone 

3 years of training after the Pre-University examination, they should ba 
eligible for apDolntment under Government. This recommendation of the 
Committee was accented by the Academic Council. 

As T have indicated earlier, the reasons have not been formally 
recorded by the Equivalence Committee; only the reconiraendatlnn has been 
recorded In the ororeedlngs, which is the usual practice followed by 
the Committee, 

r hope this will clarify the point raised in your letter.

In view of this position, I shall be glad If you will kindly take

Please refer to the resolution No, 9 of the standing conunittee 
of the Inter-University Board of India & Ceylon which met on February 28, 
1967, In this resolution it was decided that the date of establishm nt 
of a University oe reckoned with reference to the date from which the 
University Act relating to that Dnibersity is enforced. The situation in 
regard to the Panjab University is little different. This University was 
set up as a result of the partition of the country in August, 1947, The 
Act instituting this University was passed in November, 1947, but it is a 
continuation of the Panjah University at Lahore, which was instituted in 
1002, Section 40 of the Panjab University Act lays down that all 
appointmenys, notifications, orders, schemes, regulations, etc., made or 
issued under the Panjab University Act, 1682 read with Indian Universities 
Act, 1904, shall continue to be in force and shall be deemed to have been 
made or issued under the Act of this University, Though it was decided 
that the assets of the Panjab University at Lahore be divided between that 
University and the one that was to be set up in the East Panjab, the 
question was given up as a result of a decision of the Central Government 
not to divide such institutions. Consequently, the University of Calcutta 
was left with India and the University of the Panjab at Lahore was left 
with Pakistan. For all purposes, however, our University at Chandigarh 
is deemed to be in continuation of the Panjab University at Lahore. 

It will be seen from the above that for the purpose of 
determining our seniority, the dare of its establishment be the same as 
that of the Panjab University at Lahore, viz. 1882.

Aa the Ministry of Home Affairs etc. are no doubt aware, this 
Ministry, in order to encourage people to attain higher standard of 
physical efficiency, has been conducting since 1960 the National 
Physical Efficiency Drive on a countrywide scale. The Drive has been 
gradually gaining momentum and the number of persons who parti¬ 
cipated in the Drive during 1964-65 was approximately 10 lakhs. The 
target for the current year Is 16 lakhs. The Drive is well cn its 
way to take the fo'nn of a National Movement. 

The Drive is based on precise and carefully graded physical 
fitness tests which are designed to assess the fundamental physical 
qualities like speed, strength, agility, endurance and body 
balance. Further, they have been drawn up separately for men and 
women of different age groups. The standards laid down for these 
tests vary from moderately easy to fairly difficult. 

Each StateAlnion Territory is expected to recoranend, 
from amongst 3-Star winners, names of 6 top scorers from different 
categories of participants. These competitors are again tested at a 
competition held every year at the national level and the winners 
are given National Awards. 

A Seminar on National Physical Efficiency Drive Is held every 
year to review and assess the progress of the Drive, It has repeatedly 
been recommended by these Seminars that the outstanding talent in the 
field on physical education discovered through the National Award 
Competitions should be recognised and rewarded so as to serve as an 
incentive to others to strive for the high .standards of physical 
fitness. The Seminar held at Bhopal in August, 1965 has, inter- 
ell a recommended that:- 

i) the student-winners of the National Award Competitions 
should, wherever, possible, be given scholarships for 
a suitable period and the talent of non-student winners 
should be recognised and suitably rewarded by their 
employers; and 

b) the winners of National Award Competition should be 
shown preference in the matter of admission to 
educational Institutions and appointment to Police, 

Military and other allied services. 

The recommendations are being brought to the notice of the 
various Ministries of the Government of India with the request that 
they may issue necessary instructions to the Offices and agencies 
under their control for implementation of these recommendations 
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as far as possible. Attention of Ministries of Defence and Home 
is particularly Invited to the recommendation at (b> 
above for suitable action.
